Mr. Freedman, a Jew by physical 
birth and a Christian by spiritual birth, 
speaks of Christ Jesus as “our dear and 


wonderful Lord.” 


The poise of his personality is re- 
flected in the pages of his book. He is 
not angry and there is no rancor in his 
spirit. 

Always a gentleman, his language re- 
flects a natural polish. He believes the 
facts are on his side waiting to be re- 
leased. Nothing seems to excite him. He 
expects the American people to extricate 
themselves from the octopus when given 
the facts. 


Mr. Freedman has used up a large 
part of his fortune opposing inter- 
national Zionism and Communism. To 
him, they are twin scourges of mankind. 
His voice and pen are feared by pro- 
moters of these conspiracies. 


To say that he has been subjected to 
heavy pressure would be an understate- 
ment of fact. So far he has refused to be 
deterred. 


“Facts Are Facts” is, in reality, an 
open letter to another Jew who has em- 
braced Roman Catholicism—Dr. David 
Goldstein of Boston, Massachusetts. 


Mr. Freedman is of Protestant per- 
suasion, but manifests respect for Dr. 
Goldstein’s new religious profession. 
The point of issue is over Talmudic 
Judaism from which the Boston corres- 
pondent does not seem to be free. 


Dr. Goldstein, a prolific writer, is 
credited with having done considerable 
smearing of so-called “rightest” pa- 
triots. But Mr. Freedman makes no ref- 
erence to this in his array of facts, ap- 
parently believing more important mat- 
ters to be at stake. 


The letter contains over thirty-five 
thousand words and comes packaged 
in letterhead size pages (eight and a 
half by eleven inches), between hard, 
artistically designed covers. 


Mr. Freedman addresses the follow- 
ing question to the particular racial 
group who is certain to be most inter- 
ested in his treatise. “Am I therefore 
become your enemy, because I tell you 
the truth?” ... quoted from Galatians 
4:16. 


The first thing the reader sees (on 
the inside front cover page) is a photo- 
graphic print of a large map, showing 
the boundary lines of European and 
Asiatic nations as they existed in the 
Tenth Century. 


A shaded portion in the area now 
controlled by Soviet Russia, serves to 
identify the Kingdom of the Khazars, 
from which Mr. Freedman insists an 
international Jewish conspiracy stems. 
He explains how savage leaders of this 
Mongolian race embraced Judaism, in- 
vited rabbis to establish synagogues 
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among their people and accepted the 
rite of circumcision. 


Descendants of these “so-called or 
self-styled Jews” are said to be respon- 
sible for present convulsions among 
the nations. Their conspiratorial code 
lies embedded in the Talmud. 


The last thing the reader sees (on 
the inside back cover page) is a photo- 
graphic print reproduced from the 
title page of “The Babylonian Talmud, 
Seder Nezikim, translated in English 
with notes, glossary and indices under 
the editorship of Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein, 
Foreword by the Very Rev. the Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz.” 


Certain passages are photographed 
depicting the extreme filth of this, the 
ruling document of Judaism. Mr. Freed- 
man appends the following comment: 


“The Talmud’s civil and religious 
‘laws’ today influence the course of 
world history and the destiny of man- 
kind to a greater extent than any other 
known organized ideology on the face 
of the earth. The Talmud’s role today 
in shaping domestic and foreign poli- 
cies of the leading powers merits serious 
consideration.” 


A Jewish authority is quoted as say- 
ing: “The Talmud is the legal code 
which forms the basis of Jewish reli- 
gious law” and “is the textbook used in 
the training of rabbis.” 


(These disclosures make ridiculous 
the pamphlet recently published by 
the Anti-Defamation League entitled 
“About The Talmud,” trying to make 
it appear innocuous and innocent.) 


The purpose in bringing out “Facts 
Are Facts” at this time is stated as fol- 
lows:

(THERE HAVE BEEN important de- 

velopments in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania during the last few days in con- 
nection with the fight against cancer. A 
new Hoxsey Cancer Clinic has just been 
opened in the city of Portage near the 
central part of the State. 


State Senator John J. Haluska is di- 
recting the undertaking. The new Clinic 
is located in his Senatorial district. 
Local citizens deeply appreciate what 
he is doing. 


Despite the efforts of certain groups 
operating out of Chicago to destroy him, 
he is stronger with the voters of Penn- 
sylvania today than at any previous 
time. He has served in the State Senate 
for 21 years. Senator Haluska and Dr. 
Harry M. Hoxsey are close friends. 


Regular Defender Hour listeners will 
recall that on recent broadcasts I have 
discussed some of his speeches before 
the Pennsylvania State Senate that have 
attracted wide attention. The setting up 
of the Clinic at Portage, as a branch of 
the parent institution at Dallas, is the 
direct result of his efforts. He saw his 
own sister saved from death by the Hox- 
sey treatment. 


The new Clinic was actually opened 
to receive patients on March 7th. Dr. 
Hoxsey was present. So was Dr. Ira 
Drew, former Congressman from Phil- 
adelphia, who has been associated with 
Dr. Hoxsey in the past, in the anti-can- 
cer crusade. 


Senator Haluska was quoted in the 
press as saying: “We already have re- 
quests from patients in many parts of 
the Country asking admission. It was 
originally planned to handle only 15 
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patients during March but 87 had ap- 
plied before we opened our doors.” 


He said the Clinic would accept as 
many patients as possible. Dr. Newton 
C. Allen, formerly of Pittsburgh, is 
medical director. He arrived at Portage 
in time for the opening, having spent 
— weeks in special training at Dal- 
as. 


Leaders of the community have given 
perfect cooperation. Philip Stager, pres- 
ident of the Portage National Bank, 
headed the building committee. Dr. J. 
H. Banko, who has practiced dentistry 
in the city for 20 years, directed con- 
struction of the Clinic. 


The staff of registered nurses includes 
two from Dallas where they have had 
experience in the Hoxsey technique for 
treating cancer. John Albrich, the chief 
laboratory technician, was also trans- 


ferred from Dallas. 


The Clinic has 22 rooms. The most 
up-to-date equipment has been install- 
ed. Nothing has been spared to make 
it a truly great medical center. It is 
patterned in every detail after the par- 
ent Clinic at Dallas. 


OPPOSITION 


Medical groups tried to keep the Clin- 
ic from being established. Dr. Hoxsey 
was smeared in the community by the 
usual propaganda line emanating from 
the headquarters of the American Medi- 
cal Association in Chicago. Senator Hal- 
uska was mercilessly attacked. But 
knocks became boosts and the project 
kept to schedule. 


The March issue of The Defender 
Magazine carried a speech delivered by 
the Senator before the State Senate on 
February 7th, in which he announced 
the Portage plans. He castigated the 
medical fraternity as follows: 


“This carnage should be stopped. 
They have burned holes in human bod- 
ies, a burning hell and the feeling of an 
electric chair. They know in their hearts 
that they have never cured a case of

cancer with the so-called approved 
method. Mr. President, I will debate 
the question sincerely with any person, 
any pathologist, with any doctor. Re- 
sults speak for themselves.” 


At the conclusion of his speech, he 
introduced a bill asking that a commit- 
tee of five members of the Senate and 
five from the House be appointed, with 
instructions to go to Dallas for the pur- 
pose of studying the Hoxsey Cancer 
Clinic and reporting their findings to 
the people of Pennsylvania. No action 
on the proposal has been taken. 

The only physician in the State Sen- 
ate of Pennsylvania, Dr. LeRoy Chap- 
man, an M. D. from the town of Warren, 
rose the following day and proceeded to 
degrade Dr. Hoxsey according to usual 
American Medical Association methods. 


SENATOR HALUSKA’S DEFENSE 


Senator Haluska was ready with an 
answer. An observer who listened to the 
debate from the Senate galleries said 
later: “Now Dr. Chapman must know 
how it feels for a man to have the rug 
pulled from under his feet.” 


I only have time to quote a small 
part of Senator Haluska’s rebuttal: 


“Mr. President, I want to go on rec- 
ord as stating that, with the exception 
of the committee of the ten M.D.’s 
whom I mentioned in my discourse yes- 
terday afternoon, there has never been 
an investigation of the Hoxsey cancer 
treatment by an organization, depart- 
ment of government, Damon Runyon 
Fund, A.M.A. or any group, despite the 
fact that Dr. Hoxsey has begged them 
to come to Dallas, even offering to pay 
all expenses. I wonder just what they 
fear. 


“TI do not want to stand here and say 
that Dr. Hoxsey will cure every patient 
of cancer. He is not the Lord Almighty, 
but scientific pathological proven rec- 
ords show that medical science has giv- 
en up on such cases as that little angel 
(Kathy Allison) I had here yesterday. 
The records show that medical science 
said she was dying with a sarcoma. That 
is the pathology on it, and not just what 
I say. Then they have the audacity to 
say, ‘Oh, sure, Hoxsey cured them, but 
they had no cancer.’ 
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“I would like to refer again to a 
neighbor of my good friend Senator 
Mallery. This neighbor is a lady who 
lives less than three blocks away from 
him, by the name of Mrs. Feathers, who 
runs a store on Allegheny Street in Hol- 
lidaysburg. In 1949, the Mercy Hospital 
diagnosed her case by doctors and path- 
ologists in Altoona, and they said she 
had cancer of the left leg and it had 
to be removed within a week’s time. Mr. 
Feathers took his wife to the Cleveland 
Clinic where they made the same diag- 
nosis, that the leg had to be removed. 


“This incident occurred on August 11, 
1949, and, again, before she would have 
her leg removed up to her hip, she took 
the last chance and went down to the 
Hoxsey Cancer Clinic in Dallas. Today, 
she is operating a store of her own. She 
went back to the same doctor and the 
same hospital, Mr. President, and they 
said, ‘If Hoxsey cured you, we must 
have made a mistake. You did not have 
cancer.’ Mr. Feathers said to these doc- 
tors, ‘Would you have taken off my 
wife’s left leg on that mistake?’ They 
replied, ‘Well, we are human and we 
make mistakes, because if Hoxsey cured 
your wife, and she is cured, we can say 
she had no cancer.’ That was the case 
in Hollidaysburg. 


“Mr. President, I am asking that 
somebody — I have taken the last resort 
of coming before this honorable body 
here and asking them to go down to the 
Hoxsey Cancer Clinic and read the path- 
ologies. We are intelligent enough to 
read them. We could take somebody 
with us, newspaper reporters, doctors, 
and then come back and tell the people 
of Pennsylvania what is going on. 


“Really and truly, why should the 
A.M.A. say, ‘This fellow has nothing. 
let’s put him out of business?’ I say 
they are afraid to make an open, honest 
investigation. I challenge the American 
Medical Association, the American 
Cancer Society. I lay it on their door- 
steps. Let them tell the American peo- 
ple that Hoxsey has it or he does not 
have it. They fear it, because they know 
they will lose millions while you and | 
suffer and die.” (End of quotation)

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A GREAT VICTORY 


A dastardly vicious thing happened. 
The State Board of Nurse Examiners of 
Pennsylvania put through a directive 
that any registered nurse who dared ac- 
cept a position with the Clinic would 
lose her degree. This meant that four 
years of training would be wasted by 
nurses devoting themselves to helping 
cure cancer by the Hoxsey method. 


The seriousness of the problem thus 
created was at once evident. Senator 
Haluska and certain Senate colleagues 
struck hard and fast to correct the in- 
justice. The fight was taken to the floor 
of the Senate in the form of a resolution. 


Because of the importance of this ac- 
tion, I shall read the complete text of 


the document designed to protect nurses, 


physicians, technicians and others who 
might wish to associate themselves with 
the task of curing cancer at Portage, 


Pennsylvania. Please listen carefully: 


* * 
“WHEREAS, it is reported that there 


is to be established in Pennsylvan- 
ia a clinic commonly known as the Hox- 


sey Cancer Clinic, and 


“Whereas, the said Hoxsey Cancer 
Clinic is to be an extension of a similar 
institution situated in the city of Dallas 
in the State of Texas, and 


“Whereas, the purpose of the said 
clinic is reported to be rendering serv- 
ices and treatments to sufferers of the 
dread disease known as cancer and re- 
lated maladies, and 


“Whereas, said treatments have been 
condemned as being a fraud and contra- 
ry to the claims of the operators of the 
= clinic, by the Medical Profession, 
an 


“Whereas, the value of the. so-called 
Hoxsey treatment has been and contin- 
ues to be the subject of controversy, and 


“Whereas, the Senate of Pennsylvan- 
ia, deeply concerned with the health and 
welfare of the citizens of the Common- 
wealth, recognizes its unqualifiedness to 
evaluate so as to enable it to approve 
or condemn the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic 
and its treatment or the efficacy thereof ; 
therefore be it 


“Resolved, that all qualified interests 
in the Commonwealth, both public and 
private, concern themselves with the 
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operation, performance and value of 
the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic to the end 
that the health and well-being of the 
citizens of the Commonwealth may be 
protected and enhanced, and that the 
expert observations of those trained in 
the art of healing be made without pre- 
judice or hardship to the professional 
personnel that may be engaged in the 
operation of the Clinic; and be it fur- 
ther 

“Resolved, that copies of this Reso- 
lution be directed to the Pennsylvania 
Department of Health, the Pennsylvan- 
ia Department of Welfare, the Pennsyl- 
vania Medical Association, the Register- 
ed Nurses’ Association of Pennsylvania 
and the United States Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare.” 

This resolution introduced before the 
State Senate of Pennsylvania on Febru- 
ary 21st, was voted 48 for and none 
against. There was not a single dissent- 
ing vote. Even Dr. Chapman did not op- 
pose it. This assures all doctors, nurses, 
technicians and other employees of the 
new Clinic freedom from coercion. 


“WE TRUST THE LORD” 


Another victory, assuring freedom of 
effort on the part of those who are fight- 
ing the cancer scourge in .the State of 
Pennsylvania! A blow against the 
heartless dictatorship based upon health 
control which has created untold suffer- 
ing, unnecessary suffering, for millions 
of cancer victims in the United States! 


Senator Haluska is a newspaper col- 
umnist. He writes a regular column for 
newspapers in his Senatorial district 
and is credited with having a large read- 
ing audience. 


I have before me his article publish- 
ed in the Portage Dispatch just before 
the Clinic was opened. It concludes with 
these words: “We trust that the Lord 
will guide us in this great endeavor and 
that we will be able to play a part in 
alleviating pain and saving thousands 
of people from an early grave. To this 
program we are dedicated.” 


I should not like to leave an impres- 
sion that there is an overlapping of in- 
terests between the new Clinic at Port- 
age and the parent institution at Dallas. 
The primary purpose of the Portage 
program is to serve cancer victims in 
the extreme eastern part of the United 
States. It has facilities for handling 
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Defender readers are familiar with the charming story of five year old 
Kathy Allison of South Bend, Indiana who, given up in 1954 to die of cancer, 
was cured by the Hoxsey treatment as administered at Dallas, Texas. The 
above picture, taken during a recent trip to Dallas, shows Kathy standing 
on Dr. Hoxsey’s desk.

only a fraction of the cases that can be 
cared for in Dallas. 


Yesterday, I had occasion to speak 
with Dr. Allen by long distance and he 
told me they had already found it ne- 
cessary to add another physician to the 
staff. More nurses are also being added. 


KATHY ALLISON'S INFLUENCE 


Local newspapers saw a news value 
in the preliminary operations, looking 
toward opening the Clinic, and have 
aes ong it accordingly. A great deal 

as been said in these stories about five- 
ones old Kathy Allison of South Bend, 
ndiana. 

Strange enough, this precious little 


girl has held the spotlight and played 
an important part in the war against 
cancer in Pennsylvania. She is a very 
popular person in the Capital city of 
Harrisburg, Portage and out over the 
State. Senator Haluska had described 
her amazing cure, in a Senate speech, 
prior to launching the program at Port- 
age. 


He not only gave the history of her 
case, but also presented the child to the 
Senate in person. The galleries were 
packed. There she stood, a beautiful 
child, like a little princess — a living, 
walking, talking, smiling testimony to 
the efficacy of the Hoxsey cancer treat- 
ment. 
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A writer covering the session said: 
“You could have heard a pin drop dur- 
ing the entire speech. At times it was 
difficult to control the emotions. There 
was not a dry eye in the entire Senate 
chambers when Senator Haluska took 
little Kathy Allison in his arms, and 
told the Senators how the child’s life 
had been saved by the Hoxsey method 
of treatment.” 


Many of you will no doubt recall 
reading about Kathy in the newspapers 
last year. She was described as dying 
with cancer, “The little girl who would 
never grow up.” 


Hospital records in South Bend show 
that she was expected to live only a 
short time. She was given an early 
Christmas and an early birthday party 
to enjoy before her death. A reporter 
asked Kathy what she wanted most of 
all, and she replied a doll. Thousands 
of dolls poured in from all parts of the 
United States. 


Her parents being deeply religious 
people, had told the child that she was 
soon to leave on a long trip to see Jesus 
and the angels. This fact, mentioned 
prominently in press reports, assuaged 
the family heartbreak. 


Kathy has since been examined by 
the same doctors who gave the “little 
angel” up to die, and -pronounced her 
cancer free. 


Well, as I say, Kathy is loved in Port- 
age. The local press gave wide publicity 
to her case and this fact helped fix it 
in the minds of the people of the com- 
munity, that they would be most fortun- 
ate to have a branch of the Hoxsey or- 
ganization in their community. 


OTHER HOXSEY CLINICS 


Now before closing, I wish to read a 
very significant statement, another state- 
ment from the Portage Dispatch. Con- 
sisting of only two sentences, it speaks 
volumes. 


The statement was published as part 
of an interview with Dr. Hoxsey when 
he arrived at Portage for the opening 
ceremonies. Here it is: 


“When the Clinic opens Monday 
morning, it will be the only Hoxsey 
Cancer Clinic operating outside of Dal- 
las. However, Dr. Hoxsey has revealed 
plans for opening other Clinics, in other 
sections of the Country.” 


To which I would like to add a fer- 
vent Amen! There should be such a 
health center in every State of the Un- 
ion.

ATS OFF to Governor Goodwin 

Knight of California who issued an 
order to his state employees at state 
parties, saying, “Cake and ice cream at 
state employees parties are fine, but 
liquor is definitely out ... there must be 
no drinking, no liquor, no parties or 
celebrations of that character,” the Gov- 
ernor said. 


One of our major problems in Ameri- 
ca is drunkenness. Day after day, week 
after week, and year after year, liquor 
threatens to eat away the luster of our 
gleaming past, and corrode the bright- 
ness of our future. 


Last year we spent nine billion dol- 
lars on legal liquor, another four bil- 
lion dollars on illegal liquor, five bil- 
lion dollars on “cures,” five billion 
dollars on work stoppage due to drunk- 
enness, and five billion more for crimes 
in which drunkenness figured. The 
creeping paralysis of liquor is sapping 


our morals, ruining our homes, and 
luring people away from the church. 
To an intelligent person, there is simply 
no argument for insobriety. 


Thank God for leaders like Governor 
Knight who have the integrity and the 
fortitude to sound a solemn warning 
regarding the perils of drunkenness. 


Many Christians have been too smug 
concerning this great and forbidding 
evil. Negatively they have folded their 
hands and said: “Drunkenness doesn’t 
bother me,” while at the same time they 
do nothing to “bother drunkenness,” 
and to destroy its devastating power. 
Christians have often been complacent 
while such organizations as Alcoholics 
Anonymous have sprung up to do the 
job the Church should have been doing 
all the while. 


The Bible is not silent concerning 


any force which ruins the souls of men. 
It strikes and strikes hard against any 


what 
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and all of Satan’s tricks and devices, 
and it is very clear in its utter denuncia- 
tion of drunkenness. 


The Bible says: “Woe to the crown of 
pride, to the drunkards of Ephraim, 
whose glorious beauty is a fading flow- 
er...” (Isaiah 28:1) 


“Woe unto him that giveth his neigh- 
bour to drink, that puttest thy bottle to 
him, and makest him drunken also ...” 
(Habakkuk 2:15) 


“And take heed to yourselves, lest 
at any time your hearts be overcharged 
with surfeiting and drunkenness ...” 
(Luke 21:34) 


“Let us walk honestly, as in the day; 
not in rioting and drunkenness ...” 
(Romans 13:13) 


“Woe unto them that rise up early 
in the morning, that they may follow 
strong drink; that continue until night” 
(Isaiah 5:11) 


“Be not drunk with wine, wherein is 
excess; but be filled with the spirit.” 
(Ephesians 5:18) 


Warnings against drunkenness are 
found in God’s Word from Genesis on 
through the New Testament and the 
evils of strong drink are propounded 
again and again. 

Drunkenness was the cause of Noah’s 
sin and debauchery and the ensuing 
curse upon his sons. 


Drunkenness brought moral disgrace 
to Lot and his family. 


Drunkenness became King Elah’s 
“Waterloo” when he got drunk in Tir- 
zah and his chief chariot captain, Zimri, 
conspired against him, murdered him 
and set himself up as king. 


_Drunkenness stupefied Belshazzar and 

his lords and betrayed them into the 
hands of their enemies. Addiction to 
strong drink, added to their long list 
of other sins, caused God to write upon 
the gilded walls of the palace, “Thou 
art weighed in the balances and art 
found wanting.” 


Yes, drunkenness is clearly renounc- 
ed and denounced in the Bible. In both 
the tribunal of Sacred Writ and Reason, 
drunkenness is given an irrefutable ver- 
dict of “guilty,” and stands condemned 
as a menace to society, an insult to God, 
and a disgrace to man. 


ET US take a look at the facts! The 

first year of Repeal, 1934, America 
drank a per capita average of over 8 
gallons of beer, wine and whiskey. In 
1954, twenty years after Repeal, the 
per capita average has increased to over 
18 gallons. 
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George R. Reilly, of California, testi- 
fied to a Senate subcommittee that al- 
coholic consumption in that State had 
zoomed from 70 million gallons per 
year 17 years ago to 225 million gallons 
per annum today, and that at the present 
rate of increase it would reach 500 mil- 
lion gallons annually. Arrests for driv- 
ing while intoxicated have increased 
175 per cent in the past twenty years. 


It strikes at the very heart of Amer- 
ican idealism, gives our enemies choice 
material for propaganda, is a wanton 
waste of time, money, and energy, and 
eats at the foundation of our homes. 


Evangeline Booth, angel of the Sal- 
vation Army, who, through her fine or- 
ganization, has gathered up human 
wreckage from the streets and alleys of 
the world, never spoke truer words than 
when she said: 


“Drink has drained more blood, hung 
more crepe, sold more homes, plunged 
more people into bankruptcy, armed 
more villains, slain more _ children, 
snapped more wedding rings, defiled 
more innocence, blinded more eyes, 
twisted more limbs, dethroned more 
reason, wrecked more manhood, dis- 
honored more womanhood, broken more 
hearts, blasted more lives, driven more 
to suicide, and dug more graves, than 
any other poisonous scourge that ever 
swept its death dealing waves across 
the world.” 


The Bible puts drunkenness in the 
same category with other vicious sins. 
Listen: “Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortion- 
ers, shall inherit the kingdom of God.” 


I stand with the Bible on the ques- 
tion of drunkenness, and to be true to 
our convictions every true Minister of 
the Gospel must make bold to declare 
what the Word of God says about this 
social evil. Any sin which can keep a 
man from inheriting the kingdom of 
God, I must denounce and decry, and 
the Bible says: “No drunkard shall in- 
herit the kingdom of God.” 


* * * 


F'RST, the Bible says: “Let us walk 

honestly, as in the day; not in rioting 
and drunkenness, not in chambering 
and wantonness, not in strife and envy- 


ing.’ 

At least ten thousand people die eve- 
ry year, and another 250,000 are wound- 
ed in accidents on our streets and high- 
ways, involving people who are drunk 
or near-drunk. 


Our prisons are filled today with 
thousands of men and women who com- 


mitted crimes against society while un- 
der the influence of strong drink. 


Our daily papers carry sordid stories 
about people who commit unthinkable 
crimes while under the influence of 


strong drink. 


In Indiana, a man under the influence 
of strong drink came home and mur- 
dered his wife and three children with 


a shotgun. 


Most of the assaults on young girls 
which we have been reading about late- 
ly were committed by men whose minds 
were inflamed by drinking. 


Our crime rate, oddly enough, has in- 
creased in exact ratio to our mounting 
alcoholic consumption. 


No wonder the Bible says: “Wine is 
a mocker, strong drink is raging: and 


| whosoever is deceived thereby is not 


wise.” 


Secondly, the record shows us that 
drunkenness and juvenile delinquency 
go hand in hand. 


I am not one to languish for the 
“good old days,” but when I was in 
high school, I can remember none of 
my classmates drinking. They did many 
other things perhaps as bad or worse, 


but, generall 
drinking in 


speaking, there was no 
e sixteen-year-old set. 


In Nassau County, New York, a scien- 
tific survey was conducted with 29,000 
students and it was revealed that 90 per 
cent of them drank alcoholic beverages. 


Official figures from the files of Ada 
County, Idaho, revealed that 96 per cent 
of juvenile delinquent cases in that 
county, coming before the court, in- 
volved liquor. 


In Dallas County, Texas, a grand 
jury had this to say about drunkenness 
and juvenile delinquency: “In numer- 
ous instances we have seen that juve- 
niles and young people involved in 
crimes have a short time earlier been in 
beer joints, taverns and honky-tonks.” 


At Laguna Beach, California, over 
100 high school and college students 
were arrested after two nights of wild 


drinking orgies, which were said to be 
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so disgraceful as to make the gin par- 
ties of the roaring twenties look like a 
Sunday school picnic. 


But what can you expect when many 
modern parents have whiskey in the 
family bar and gin in the medicine 
cabinet? Many fathers and mothers 
can’t spend a holiday, go on a picnic, 
observe a birthday, celebrate Christmas, 
or entertain friends without tanking up 
on liquor. 


A recent survey reveals that in three 
out of five cases of juvenile delinquen- 
cy, either the fathers or the mothers 
were excessive drinkers. 


These are unvarnished facts about 
drunkenness and juvenile delinquency. 
“Fool’s Hill” has been wet down with 
alcohol and our youngsters are plung- 
ing down it into a dark and perilous 
future. May God help us! 


Surveys reveal that one million 
youngsters between the ages of ten and 
seventeen years of age come before the 
police each year; three-fifths of them 
are from homes cursed by drunkenness. 
The soul of one of those little mixed up 
delinquents is worth more than all the 
holdings of all the breweries and the 
distilleries in the world. 


Thirdly, drunkenness is related to im- 
morality and sin. 


Drunkenness not only dulls the mind 
and depresses the spirit; it inflames the 
baser passions and brings out the ani- 
mal in man. 


The Bible mentions it in the same 
breath with “chambering and wanton- 
ness.” It says, “Let us not walk in riot- 
ing and drunkenness, not in chambering 
and wantonness.” 


One expert authority estimates that 
50 per cent of the divorces in America 
are the result of, or are related to, 
drunkenness. 


One prominent judge said that in 19 
out of 2] divorce cases reviewed in his 
court the tavern had something to do 
with them. 


Fourthly, drunkenness and death are 
related. 


A prominent law enforcement officer 
recently told me that in 90 per cent of 
highway and traffic accidents drinking 
is involved somewhere. Death indeed 
rides with the drunken driver. : 
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“Liquor strikes five times as many as 
tuberculosis and cancer combined,” 
said Dr. Louis Evans. 


The Bible meant what it said when 
it declared: “Woe to the crown of pride, 
to the drunkards of Ephraim, whose 
glorious beauty is as a fading flower.” 


When a flower fades it has begun to 
die, and when a civilization begins to 
die, it increasingly demands the stimu- 
lation of alcoholic spirits. Before Rome 
fell, she was drunken. Before Babylon 
fell, she was inebriate. Before Greece 
fell, she was given to revelling and 
wantonness. Drunken orgies always pre- 
cede the “handwriting” of God’s judg- 


ment. 


General Pershing once said that 
drunkenness has killed more men than 
all of history’s wars. 


We could go on compiling fact upon 
fact, depicting the evils of drunkenness 
and insobriety, but that would be use- 
less. 


In my opinion, drunkenness is not 
merely a disease, it is a vicious, ugly, 
devastating sin. The Bible plainly says: 
“Drunkards shall not inherit the king- 
dom of God.” 


* * * 


AN’S HEART without God is a 
vacuum — an empty void. Man, in 
his desire to be self-sufficient, tries to 
fill that vacuum with things other than 
God. He substitutes pleasure, lust, 
drunkenness, revellings, and wanton- 
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ness. But they will no more fill the 
need of man, fill the void im his heart, 
than a square peg will fit into a round 
hole. 


Ask Mel Trotter who was so entrench- 
ed in drunkenness that he sold the shoes 
off his dead baby’s feet to buy another 
drink, but at long last made Christ Lord 
and Master of his life, and became one 
of the greatest mission workers America 
has ever known. 


Ask Jerry McCauley who, tired and 
disappointed in Satan’s bill of fare, 
stepped into the old Bowery Mission, 
yielded himself to Christ, and became 
the greatest soul winner of his day. 


Ask any of the thousands of men who 
were saved from drunkenness by the 
power of Jesus Christ, and they will 
smile (if they don’t shout) and say, “In 
Christ we are more than conquerors.” 


Christ will never ask you to give up 
something unless He gives you some- 
thing better in exchange. He asked 
Peter to give up his nets, but He gave 
him the “keys of heaven.” He asked 
the little lad to give up his loaves and 
fishes, but he gave him a square meal. 
He asked the disciples to deny them- 
selves, but He gave them life eternal. 


I am preaching regeneration and 
transformation. The acceptance of 
Christ as personal Saviour will change 
the desire of man’s heart and fill it with 
something that satisfies. Many have tried 
to fill the heart’s vacuum with some- 
thing that can never satisfy. The Bible 
has the answer: “Be not drunk with 
wine, wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit.” 

Only as you let Christ come into 
your heart can you have happiness with- 
out a headache, real joy without a 
hangover, and a thrill without a high- 
ball. God, through Christ, has made 
this provision for you. “If any man 
hear my voice, and open the door,” said 
Christ, “I will come in to him, and will 
sup with him, and he with me.” (Rev. 
3:20) 


The Bible says: “The Spirit and the 
bride say, Come. And whosoever will, 
let him take of the water of life freely.” 


Your heart cannot survive on syn- 
thetics. Christ alone can satisfy your 
deepest longing. Make Him Master and 
Lord of your life right now. 
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SMOKE 
AT YOUR OWN 


RISK

(TOBACCO has been a scourge to civil- 
ization ever since the white man dis- 
covered it among the Indians at the 
time of his arrival in the new world. 


A major crime was committed when 


he took the poison back to Europe. An- . 


other crime was committed when its 
growth began to be cultivated among 
the colonies, thereby paving the way for 
a large industry which has grown pros- 
perous by injuring the health of its 
patrons. 


Tobacco promotes national degener- 
acy. Any effort put forth to curb its use, 
must therefore be regarded as a service 
to American civilization. 


Man is a free moral agent. He can 
accept light or reject it. He has the 
power to destroy himself. Millions are 
consuming themselves in the poison 
flames and fumes of tobacco. Let it be 
hoped that some will be saved as 
“brands plucked out of the fire.” 


Recent research discloses that the av- 
erage cigarette contains at least 20 dif- 
ferent kinds of poison. Chief among 
them are nicotine, furfural, collidine, 
prussic acid, carbon monoxide, amonia 
and benzpyrene. 


Dr. A. H. Roffo of Buenos Aires, one 
of the world’s leading authorities on 
cancer, isolated benzpyrene from tobac- 
co tar and discovered it had lethal pow- 
er to start malignancies. It is a cancer- 
producing substance, a carcinogen. To- 
bacco tar results from heat in the burn- 
ing end of a cigarette, cigar or pipe. 


Laboratory and clinical facts, brought 
to light by research on tobacco benz- 
pyrene, are of such a nature as to make 
smokers break out in a cold sweat. Dr. 
Roffo analyzed every variety of tobac- 
co that goes into American cigarettes. 
The average user consumes 28 ounces 
of tars containing benzpyrene and other 
carcinogens a year. 


During the long period of time spent 
at the Cancer Institute of Buenos Aires, 
Dr. Roffo studied thousands of cancer 
cases. Many were of the lung, throat, 
mouth and windpipe. He found that 
over 90 per cent of the victims were 
smokers. 


Experiments were carried on among 
animals, under his direction. Benz- 
pyrene was applied to the ears, mouths, 
lungs and stomachs of rabbits, with 
terrifying results. Pictures of animals, 


to whose ears the tobacco chemical had 
been applied, were sufficient to turn 
one’s stomach. 


Starting with small sores, the growths 
would mushroom into large masses of 
decaying, malignant flesh. Similar 
growths would break out in other parts 
of the body, indicating that the poison 
was being carried through the blood 
stream. 


The gums of several hundred rabbits 
were treated with benzpyrene. Tissues 
of the mouth would at first react defen- 
sively, showing blotches of white cells 
called leukoplakia. Such responses were 
natural to carcinogenic irritation. In a 
short time, the defense would break 
down, followed by the appearance of an 
angry growth. 


Humans who smoke are constantly 
applying benzpyrene and other cancer- 
breeding chemicals to the mouth, ton- 
gue, palate and throat. If they wish to 
poison themselves, it is their privilege, 
but they should be warned. 


I have before me a widely circulated 
report which says: “Benzpyrene and 
other carcinogens reach the mouth, 
throat and lungs. Some also condense in 
the saliva and pass directly to the 
stomach. Cigarette, cigar and pipe smok- 
ers administer these powerful cancer- 
causing substances to themselves. They 
are doled out in small doses over a long 
period of time. Some people are quick- 
ly susceptible. Others resist their ac- 
tion for years.” 


CHEWING TOBACCO AND SNUFF 


Early this year the American Cancer 
Society reported that chewing tobacco 
and snuff had been found to be associat- 
ed with cancers of the mouth, in a group 
of patients studied by a research team. 


The study was conducted by Dr. 
George E. Moore, director of the Ros- 
well Park Memorial Institute of Buffalo, 
and Dr. Lester L. Bissinger and Dr. 
Elsa C. Phoehl of the University of 
Minnesota Medical School. 
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Investigators interviewed every man, | 


50 years of age or more, who registered 
at the University of Minnesota Hospital 
Tumor Clinic during a two year period 
beginning in 1951. 


The men were questioned about their 
smoking or tobacco chewing habits. 
Twenty-six of 40 men with mouth can- 
cers, the report said, were found to have 
chewed tobacco or snuff for a period of 
years. Eighteen of 23 patients with leuk- 
oplakia, a pre-cancerous condition, were 
tobacco chewers. 


The study showed that mouth cancers 
usually developed after 15 years or 
more of continuous exposure of the 
mouth lining to tobacco poison. Many 
who had chewed less than that time had 
developed mouth sores which the scien- 
tists agreed might become cancerous un- 
less users discontinued the habit. A high 
percentage of those with mouth cancer 
reported they had developed sores early. 


More than 40 million pounds of 
chewing tobacco are consumed every 
year in the United States, according to 
the report. The American Cancer So- 
ciety was said to be testing the ability 
of tobacco quids to produce cancer of 
the pouch among hamsters, whose food 
pouches are lined with tissue similar 
to that of the human mouth. Interesting 
discoveries are expected to result from 
these new experiments. 


Dr. Evarts A. Graham of St. Louis, 
chairman of the board of regents of the 
American College of Surgeons, recent- 
ly addressed 350 campaign workers for 
the American Cancer Society in Chica- 
go. 

His message was devoted to the con- 
nection of tobacco with lung cancer. He 
has the distinction of having perform- 
ed the first operation, for the removal 
of the lung of a cancer patient, 21 years 
ago. 

Dr. Graham said in those days cancer 
of the lung was a “medical curiosity.” 
The ailment has increased 800 per cent 
in 35 years. He said that “statistical 
studies and experimental work on mice 
establish a definite link between lung 
cancer and cigarette smoking.” 


The disease strikes particularly at 
males and represents “a phenomenon 
never before known in medical history,” 
Dr. Graham asserted. More men than 
women were said to be attacked by the 
disease, because women have not been 
smoking as long as men. 


RESEARCH IN ENGLAND 


‘While the American Cancer Society, 
the Sloan-Kettering Institute and other 
groups on our side of the ocean have 
rendered important service in this field, 
research seems to be further advanced 
in England. 


The findings of Dr. Richard Doll and 
Dr. A. Bradford Hill have attracted 
wide attention. The former serves on 
the statistical unit of the British Medical 
Research Council. The latter is pro- 
fessor of medical statistics at the Lon- 
don School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine. 


Their report, released by The British 
Medical Journal, summarized a four- 
year study and contained these words: 


“It is concluded that the association 
between smoking and carcinoma of the 
lung is real. Our estimates indicate that 
the risk of dying of lung carcinoma in- 
creases with age, as is of course known, 
and in approximately simple arithme- 
tical proportion with the amount smok- 
ed.” 

These doctors assembled informa- 
tion from five cities and two rural com- 
munities. They compared the cases of 
1,357 men and 108 women suffering 
from lung cancer with non-cancer pa- 
tients in the same hospitals. A mere 
one-half of one per cent of the male 
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cancer victims were non-smokers. A 
fourth of them had averaged 25 or more 
cigarettes a day, or an equal amount of 
other tobacco, for at least 10 years. 


The end result showed that it made 
no difference whether the smokers in- 
haled. Regardless of how tobacco poi- 
son is taken into the system, it does the 
same deadly work. Women were found 
to be less susceptible to the disease, 
but the survey disclosed that two-thirds 
of the female cancer victims studied, 
were smokers. 


Another report recently issued in 
England was prepared under the direc- 
tion of Health Minister Iain MacLeod. 
It was a Government document made 
public in the House of Commons. 


The members of the committee, con- 
sisting of top-ranking cancer specialists, 
concurred in stating that “it must be 
regarded as established that there is a 
relationship between smoking and lung 
cancer.” 


Dr. Horace Joules, Medical Director 
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of the Central Middlesex Hospital, Park 
Royal, took notice of the report by Dr. 
Doll and Dr. Hill and wrote as follows 
in the British Medical Journal: 


“Their conclusions leave no doubt 
that cigarettes are the main carcinogen- 
ic factor in this disease. This is of vital 
importance to the whole nation. In 1951 
a total of 13,233 people died of this 
form of cancer. 


“A correlation between the rising 
curve of tobacco consumption with 
that of deaths from lung cancer, over 
the last 25 years, suggests that the an- 
nual increase of approximately 1,000 
deaths will continue until 1965 unless 
some action is taken quickly. It is prob- 
able that nearly 25,000 people will die 
each year of cancer of the lung by 
1965. 


“This is a most serious challenge in 
the social history of our generation. 
The facts must be made known to the 
whole community, and the Government, 
the manufacturers, the medical profes- 
sion and the consuming public must 
face their responsibilities. 


“The legal responsibility of cigarette 
manufacturers should be clarified, for 
it can be an offence to produce foods 


which are harmful to the health of the 


consumers. 


“The (medical) profession itself 
must now meet a very personal respon- 
sibility in preventive medicine. For 
years clinicians have tended to pay lip 
service to the wider aspects of preven- 
tion of disease. If we continue to smoke, 
our patients will follow our example. 
Are we justified in encouraging them 
to take this risk? Whatever decision 
we make about our own health, we must 
tell them of their risk. 


“Doctors who see men slowly dying 
of this unpleasant and painful death 
must feel impelled to prevent such 
deaths in the future. The general public 
will respond if they are given a suffi- 
ciently bold lead. The nation cannot af- 
ford to lose many of its most able and 
industrious men at the peak of their 
careers.” 


The foregoing statements from au- 
thoritative sources in England, find echo 
on this side of the ocean in the follow- 
ing by Dr. Cornelius P. Rhoads, direc- 
tor of the Sloan-Kettering Institute: 


“We believe that there is a very real 
relationship between smoking and oc- 
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currence of lung cancer. Smoking cer- 
tainly is not the only cause of lung 
cancer nor does in any sense everybody 
who smokes excessively get lung can- 
cer. But there is a correlation between 
smoking and the amount smoked and 
occurrence of lung cancer, which is a 
problem of rapidly increasing propor- 
tions.” 


I SHALL conclude this discussion with 
a few general remarks pertinent to 
the subject: 


FIRST: Back in 1948, Gene Tunney 
remarked that he had been in retirement 
from the ring 13 years. Prior to that 
time he held the title of heavyweight 
champion of the world. Joe Louis was 
champion in 1948. Mr. Tunney said: 


“If Joe Louis will start smoking, and 
promise to inhale a couple of packages 
of cigarettes every day for six months, 
I'll engage to lick him in 15 rounds. 


“Of course, Joe wouldn’t be foolish 
enough to meet my terms. No boxer, no 
athlete in training, smokes. He knows 
that whenever nerves, muscles, heart 
and brain are called upon for a su- 
preme effort, the tobacco user is the first 
to fold. 


“But how about the ordinary chair- 
sitting citizen who never climbs into a 

rize ring or laces on a spiked shoe? 

oes smoking affect his vitality, shorten 
his life and nudge him down the trash 
skid before his time? The grim mono- 
syllabic answer, based on medical testi- 
mony, is ‘yes.’ Heavy smoking has a 
positive and demonstrably bad effect 
on longevity, physical and nervous en- 
ergy, and general health. With every 
puff, heavy smokers shorten their own 
lives.” 

SECOND: We often hear it said that 
the strain of modern life is such that 
many people feel the need of taking 
some stimulant or sedative, to enable 
them to carry on with their onerous 
duties. Indeed, it would seem that a 
great many men and women cannot real- 


| ly carry on unless they dope themselves 


with cigarettes every passing day. 


It is interesting to reflect, in this con- 
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-nection, that somehow the greatest 


achievements of the human mind for 
centuries past, in the fields of art, liter- 
ature and science, were accomplished 
without the “aid” of the cigarette. 


One may hazard a guess that the 
strain involved in writing Hamlet or 
composing the Choral Symphony was 
well nigh equal to that of creating 
scripts in Hollywood. Yet neither 
Shakespeare nor Beethoven depended 
on smoking for inspiration. 


THIRD: Mr. Ira C. Lowe of Festus, 
Missouri has brought action in the 
courts against four cigarette manufac- 
turers and a grocery chain for selling 
him tobacco under fraudulent adver- 
tising. He is asking $250,000 for in- 
juries sustained. 


Mr. Lowe affirms that from 1930 to 
1952 he smoked more than two pack- 
ages a day. Then he got cancer and 
physicians removed his right lung. 


In suing (for breach of warranty) 
the four companies whose brands he 
smoked and the chain store where the 
purchases were made, Mr. Lowe said he 
had “accepted the defendants’ public 
assurances that their cigarettes were 
free from harmful substances.” 


The action was brought against the 
R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company, 
American Tobacco Company, P. Loril- 
lard Company, Brown & Williams To- 
bacco Corporation and The Alantic & 
Pacific Tea Company. The case is pend- 
ing in the courts of St. Louis. 


FOURTH: Several years ago | vis- 
ited in the office of a surgeon in Silver- 
ton, Oregon. A rather refined looking 
lady brought her two children, ages 
five and six, to be treated for malnutri- 
tion and anemia. The lady stated that, 
in spite of the fact that she was feeding 
them the best of foods, her children 
were always sickly and subject to colds. 


She spoke of two “Oakie children” 
living on the same street who, for the 
most part, were being fed hot biscuits 
and salt pork but were, nevertheless, 
healthy and strong. The doctor looked 
at the lady’s fingers, which were stained 
yellow by cigarette smoke. 


“How long have you been smoking, 
lady?” he asked. “Some ten years,” 
she replied. His face became appre- 
hensive and he said: “There is your 
answer. I am sorry, I can do nothing 
for your children.” 
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“Words cannot express our delight 
with the accordion.

A nationwide contest, offering $1,000 
for the best statement of patriotic faith 
submitted, was sponsored through the 
press and approved by the President. 


The city of Baltimore offered the 
prize and appointed well known Au- 
thors, Governors of States, United States 
Senators and others to serve on commit- 
tees to receive manuscripts, decide on 
awards and advise concerning contest 
rules. 


Contestants submitted material for a 
year during 1916 and 1917. Finally, of 
the many splendid entries, that of Wil- 
liam Tyler Page was judged the best. 


THE 
AMERICANS 


CREED 


Mr. Page was at the time clerk in the 
United States House of Representatives, 
where he had started as a page boy in 
1881. His home was at Friendship 
Heights, Maryland. He was a descend- 
ant of both President Tyler, and one of 
the original signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. 


AFTER being awarded the $1,000 


prize for writing The American’s 
Creed, William Tyler Page explained 
how he came to pen the valued docu- 
ment. 


“T first learned of a National Creed 
contest in May, 1917. It then had been 
in progress for some time. I was simply 
told about it by one of the contestants 
but did not see the rules of the contest 
until later. This contestant showed me 
a copy of his own manuscript and said, 
‘Why don’t you write one?’ I thought 
he meant he wanted me to write one for 
him because he said the rules permitted 
a contestant to send in more than one 
manuscript. 


“I thought nothing more about it un- 
til the next day, Sunday, a beautiful 
May day, while walking home from 
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church. At church I had just recited 
the Apostles’ Creed. The thought came 
to me as I walked along that a secular 
creed should be fashioned in form on 
the lines of the Christian Creed, and 
should be subordinate to it in length. 


“Knowing the Apostles’ Creed to have 
been a compilation expressing the Apos- 
tles’ doctrine and _ principles, which 
they practiced long before the Creed 
was formulated, and that the source of 
its articles were the books of the New 
Testament, I resolved at once to write 
a civic creed of like form but, of course, 
of different substance. But where was 
I to find a secular bible, so to speak? 


“Then the thought came to me: My 
sources of information must come from 
recognized, authoritative, historical doc- 
uments. I did not want to use my own 
words. No creed worthy the name could 
be written in the words of any one man 
which could express the belief or the 
faith of many others. A creed, it seemed 
to me, should contain those things to 
which its subscribers had believed all 
along, but which never had been 
brought together concretely. It must be 
a composite and so readily recognized 
as to be accepted without much, if any, 
controversy. 


“It has been my custom for a long 
time, in fact ever since the Fourth of 
July, 1898, just following our glorious 
victories in the Spanish-American War, 
to spend Independence Day in my li- 
brary reading our American fundamen- 
tal documents — the Declaration of 
Independence, the Articles of Confeder- 
ation, the Constitution of the United 


States, the Mayflower Compact, speech- _ 


es of great Americans, such as Webster’s 
and Hayne’s; such as Lincoln’s and 
Douglas’s, and Lincoln’s Gettysburg ad- 
dress. 


“Thus I was fairly familiar with 
those great fountains of patriotic litera- 
ture which I called my American Bible. 
I thought over these things on the way 
home that day and upon reaching home 
went right to work to formulate a civic 


creed out of my head off-hand. 


“First, I reexamined the Apostles’ 
Creed and found it to contain one hun- 
dred and nine words. The National 
Creed must be shorter, I argued to my- 
self, but my first effort at brevity was 
a failure, for, to my dismay, the initial 


_ draft contained one hundred and thirty- 


seven words, much too many. To make 
sure of my phraseology I resorted to 
the documents comprising my Ameri- 
can Bible, and my. second attempt that 
day brought me within striking distance 
of my own limitation. But still I did 
not get below one hundred and nine 
words. 
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“I really did not intend to pursue 
the matter any further, having found 
considerable pleasure in this brief ex- 
perience. But the next day I took what 
I had formulated to my friend who had 
acquainted me with the contest and ac- 
tually offered to give him the manu- 
script. He read it cursorily and handed 
it back to me with faint praise. It was 
easy to see that he did not appraise it 
very highly and that he did not want it. 


“Then day by day I whittled away, 
reshaping the language, here a little, 
there a little, line upon line, precept 
upon precept, twisting it about, improv- 
ing the rhythm, aiming all the while at 
brevity, until the following August, 
when the product was as nearly satis- 
factory as I could hope to make it. 
Meanwhile, I had learned the rules of 
the contest and was satisfied that my 
plan was what the originators of the 
contest desired. 


“To the Creed I added a key showing 
the sources of the various sentences. 
This, I thought, would stimulate re- 
search and the reading of our funda- 
mental literature. My manuscript, seal- 
ed according to directions, was sent to 
the Committee on Manuscripts the lat- 
ter part of August, 1917. The last date 
for their reception was the anniversary 
of the writing of The Star-Spangled 
Banner, September 14. 


“As time passed and I heard nothing 
further about the matter, it became al- 
most a memory, and nothing more, un- 
til one day in March, 1918, I received 
a notice from the Committee on Award 
that I was the successful competitor. 
The award of one thousand dollars of- 
fered by the City of Baltimore was pre- 
sented to me by the Mayor of that city, 
Honorable James D. Preston, on April 
3, 1918. The award proceedings were 
held in the House of Representatives 
Office Building, Washington, D.C., and 
the Creed was accepted on the part of 
the United States by the Commissioner 
of Education and by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, Honorable 
Champ Clark, who happened at that 
time to be the highest ranking officer 
of the government in the City of Wash- 
ington. Honorable Joseph G. Cannon, 
the former Speaker of the House, also 
participated in the proceedings. 


“A few days later the Chairman of 
the Committee on Education of the 
House of Representatives, Honorable 
William J. Sears, of Florida, caused 
the award proceedings to be printed in 
the Congressional Record of April 13, 
1918. On April 6, three days after the 
award, I bought the first of the Liberty 
Bonds in the Third Liberty drive on the 
front steps of the Capitol Building.” 
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PROPOSED 
AMENDMENTS 
TO THE 
UN CHARTER 


MRS. J. A. ROGERS 
TUCSON, ARIZONA 


An editorial in the Tucson, Arizona Daily Star of March 1, 1955 refers 
to Mrs. Rogers as “Tucson's oldest and beloved (school teacher).” She is now 
in her eighty-fourth year. All the time that she can spare is devoted to speak- 
ing and writing on Americanism subjects. The accompanying address was 
delivered February 2nd, at Tucson, under the auspices of the Daughters of 


the American Revolution. 


LIGHTLY LESS than ten years ago 

a meeting was held in San Francisco 
with the avowed purpose of bringing 
the nations of the world together, that 
they might better understand each other 
and their common problems; that 
through such close association and mu- 
tual understanding, disturbing prob- 
lems might be solved, living standard 
raised, war abolished and peace estab- 


lished. 


The time for such action seemed pro- 
pitious. Thousands of men of one gen- 
eration, who had worn the uniform of 
two World Wars, were still living — 
with ineradicable memories of what 
they had been, had seen and had done. 
Other thousands had been left in shal- 
low graves, in crowded trenches and 
even under the sea. And still other 
thousands were then, as they are even 
now, the in-betweens, not going the 
whole way, nor coming the whole way 
back — inmates of hospitals the world 
over. 


However, in our buoyant expecta- 
tions, we took much for granted. We did 
not make ourselves familiar with the 
personnel of the Convention; with their 
ideals and aspirations, or lack of them; 
nor with the actual content of the docu- 
ment they formulated. Neither did we 
follow up the work of the Convention. 
We have not made ourselves familiar 
with the contents of the UN Charter. 
We have simply straggled along with 
the crowd, without realizing the import 
of the journey. No doubt there were 


many of the same type following the 
Cross up the slopes of Calvary. 


We have so long enjoyed our freedom, 
our prosperity, our human liberties un- 
der the doctrine set forth in our Declar- 
ation of Independence, and our Nation- 
al Constitution, that we have become 
too complacent, even blind to the threat 
of our national destruction. And I mean 
just that. Our national life will be utter- 
ly destroyed if these proposed amend- 
ments to the UN Charter become effec- 
tive. Already a part of our national li- 
berty has been lost. This was done when 
the Senate of the U. S. ratified as a 
treaty, the document called “The Char- 
ter of the UN Organization.” The late 
Senator Pat McCarran, of Nevada, stat- 
ed publicly that his vote to ratify the 
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UN Charter was something that he 
would regret to his dying day. And 
why? Because a treaty, once ratified by 
our Senate, becomes the Supreme Law 
of the Land. 

But regret is not enough. We must be 
alert to danger, and positively active in 
fighting it. One of the chief dangers 
threatening our national life, and all 
the freedoms and liberties embodied in 
it, is the carefully laid plan to revise 
and amend the UN Charter. This, by a 
provision of the Charter itself, is to be 
done this coming summer, while, I am 
sure, millions of our citizens know 
nothing about it. 


The facts presented here are taken 
from the report of the Second London 
Parliamentary Conference on World 
Government. Please let me repeat: This 
is a@ report of a conference studying 
World Government. This plan is to be 
considered next summer in connection 
with the revision of the UN Charter. 


HE FIRST recommendation concerns 

membership and I quote: “Member- 
ship in UN should be open to all nations 
of the World, and all must be urged to 
join. Once membership has been accept- 
ed, continued membership must be com- 
pulsory. There must be no right of se- 
cession.” 


Of course we know who would be the 
first to be found on the doorstep — 
Red China! And we know why with- 
drawal is to be forbidden; and why 
membership is to be urged. The One- 
Worlders, once they get the reins of 
government in their own hands, mean 
to keep them there. No diversity of 
thought or action to be tolerated. The 
freedoms guaranteed us in our Bill of 
Rights would be lost forever. 


Quick on the heels of the compulsory 
membership amendment the plan pro- 
vides for “complete, simultaneous, uni- 
versal and enforceable disarmament.” 
This is to be carried out by UN police 
with atomic-weapon-production prohib- 
ited. The UN Police would owe exclu- 
sive allegiance to UN. The UN Police 
should be strategically placed. No mem- 
ber nation could refuse the presence of 
UN Police within its borders; neither 
could it request a certain type of police 
on its soil — that is, police of its own 
nationality, or language group. 


Result: We “free” Americans would 
find ourselves policed by Red Chinese, 
Russians, or other Communist soldiers, 
right here on what we now call, the 
free soil of the USA. Think that over, 
while some of our national leaders talk 
of strengthening the UN. 
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The next phase of the plan has to do 
with the Court of International Justice. 
It would give this court jurisdiction 
over all disputes between member na- 
tions, especially disputes involving the 
UN Police. It would also have complete 
jurisdiction over any matter concern- 
ing the interpretation of the UN Charter, 
including the validity of laws passed by 
the World Legislature. Right here is 
where the Constitution of USA would 
be dumped into the International gar- 
bage truck. 


A World Legislature would be estab- 
lished, having unlimited power of de- 
bate; power to enact legislation, for 
the whole world of course; power to 
elect and dismiss members of the exe- 
cutive council; and power to raise rev- 
enue for UN purposes, with the recom- 
mendation that taxation be levied in ac- 
cordance with the member nation’s abil- 
ity to pay. (That last phrase is right out 
of Communist tip-top philosophy.) Re- 
member the days, way back, when every 
child in school ambled around the 
school-yard with a blob of hard candy 
on the end of a small stick, the whole 
thing called an “all-day sucker?” Well, 
under this provision for taxation, that 


will be US — U.S. — U.S.A. 


Further, with regard to World Legis- 
lature, it shall have two chambers with 
the members of the upper being ap- 
pointed, one by each nation, instead of 
being elected. The reason given is “that 
this would tend to secure the represen- 
tation of some valuable men and women 
who might not be willing to submit 
themselves to popular elections.” Now, 
this is clever, even slick. A wobbly left- 
wing administration could appoint to 
the legislature of the World, such char- 
acters as the Alger Hisses’, Judith Cop- 
lons’, Harry Dexter Whites’, etc., etc., 
ad nauseam. The plan further provides 
that, “The lower chamber should con- 
sist of representatives of the member 
nations in proportion to population.” 
The USA has about 160 millions; 
USSR, alone, without her satellites, 
about 207 millions; India, about 360 
millions; and Red Cina more than 500 
millions. The figures give us a most en- 
lightening picture of ourselves as to the 
matter of voting: One peanut in a bag 
of Idaho potatoes. 


Couple this with the plan for paying 
the bills, outlined above, and you get 
the knockout blow. And, this allocation 
of power-and-payment is not accidental, 
by any means. A spokesman for the Lon- 
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don Conference is quoted as sa 
“We have got to show that such a ee. 
ation would not necessarily be domin- 


ated by the USA.” 


N RETURN for all this we are to hawe 

conferred upon us something called 
“World Citizenship.” The plan says: 
“Every person in the world should be a 
citizen of UN, and the charter and UN 
laws should bind each individual.” This 
provision is designed to insure that in- 
ternational law be enforced by the UN 
against individuals who would otherwise 
be sheltered by National allegiance. 
Just how blind and stupid can we be? 


We know, or should know that our 
sons while performing military duty in 
foreign lands, no longer carry with them 
the protection of our Constitution. On 
the contrary, they are subject to the 


laws of any foreign country in which 
they are yale to do military duty, no 
matter how unjust, cruel or inhuman 
such laws may be. In all common 
sense I ask you, are we going to accept 
further degradation by submitting to 
this world citizenship bondage? 


Now, to the Executive Department: 
The Legislature would have power to 
elect and dismiss the Executive Council, 
or individual members thereof. Mem- 
bers of this Council would be subject to 
the Legislature, though having no power 
to dissolve it, and no power of Veto. 
Yet they are subject to dismissal by 
the Legislature. Note closely in this con- 
nection, that the lower house of the 
Legislature is elected on the basis of 
population. There you have it. The 
heavily populated countries of the 
world would control the Legislature; 
the Legislature holds the purse-strings, 
and controls the Executive Department. 
And, where does that leave US? Think 


it over; then over again. 
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of what has been called “BLUEPRINT 
for National SUICIDE.” Now, briefly, 
are mentioned some of the major results 
which have already fallen to our lot, as 
a result of our having ratified the UN 
Charter as a treaty. 


One—Americans have been drafted 
without the constitutionally required 
consent of the Congress to fight in for- 
eign wars, under UN Command and 
under UN flag. 


Two—American forces engaged in 
combat have been prevented from 
achieving victory on the battlefields, by 
order of the UN Command. 


Three—The United States under the 
direction of UN, has suffered its first 
military defeat. 


Four—Korean battle casualties, as 
reported by the U.S. Department of 
Defense, July 1953, are: DEAD, over 
25,000; wounded, more than 100,000; 
and missing, near 10,000. 


Five—Establishment of UN _head- 
quarters on American soil provides a 
base for foreign espionage agents, who 
may operate freely, and with immunity 
from our domestic laws. 


Six—American taxpayers through the 
years, 1946 to 1954 inclusive, have been 
assessed a total of more than $124,000,- 
000 for UN operating costs. In addi- 
tion to this, it is reported that the var- 
ious agencies and bureaus of UN have 
such diversified ways of getting and 
spending, that it would take the best 
accounting office in the country months 
to find out what is really going on. At 
any rate, we know that as one of more 
than 60 nations, we are paying well over 
one-third of UN’s operating costs. 


WHat is the matter with us, anyway? 
Arguments to the contrary, notwith- 
standing, we have nothing on the credit 
side. There is not a single thing being 
done by the much advertised agencies, 
any or all of them, from UNESCO on 
down, that could not be better done by 
our own governmental agencies, inter- 
national trade, educational institutions, 
religious organizations, and travel 
bureaus. 
On a recent radio program discussing 


the questions of administering foreign 
aid, the question was asked: which, the 
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U.S. or UN, could better administer 
such aid. The reply was that, due to the 
differences between the nations them- 
selves, between them and ourselves, in 
respect to their economic status, their 
standards of living, their levels of edu- 
cation, their national traditions and cul- 
tures, their religions and their aspira- 
tions in general—the U.S. could do the 
better job. This statement was made by 
a strong adherent of UN policy. 


Haven’t we already proved what we 
can do? Whenever and wherever disas- 
ter strikes, whether it be fire, flood or 
fever, the U.S. is right on the job. With- 
out the spur of disaster, we are still on 
the job with grants-in-aid; Marshall 
Plan; loans on terms of the borrower; 
with trained technicians in all fields of 
industry; and with teachers, missionar- 
ies, doctors and nurses. And within the 
last four decades we have shown great 
willingness to fight in foreign wars, 
three times, to be exact; then rehabili- 
tate the ravished combatants, both friend 
and foe. It’s about time to consider both 
sides of the street. 


Let us wake up to what is about to 
happen to us; and See that it does not 
happen. Communists have a slogan: 
“Workers of the World, Unite; You 
have nothing to lose but your chains.” 
Let’s have one of our own — something 
like this: “Americans, Unite, lest you 
lose your God-given liberty, for nothing 
in return but world dominated slavery.” 


Now what about religion in the UN? 

At present, no expression of relig- 
ious belief, such as we had here today 
at the opening of this meeting with 
prayer, is permitted at UN, lest we 
Christian people offend non-Christians. 
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However, the plan provides that “Relig- 
ious expression shall be exercised only 
as provided by law.” Compare that with 
the first article of our Bill of Rights. 


I hold in my hand a picture of the 
statue of the Greek God, Zeus. The in- 
scription beneath it is most interesting. 
I quote: “The first thing noted upon en- 
tering the general assembly building 
(at UN) is the image of the Greek god 
Zeus. The most profligate of all an- 
cient mythological creations. This is 
the only religious symbol found at UN 
headquarters.” 


As any high school student who has 
had a broad course in literature knows, 
Zeus, Jove or Jupiter, as he is various- 
ly called, was and is the epitome of all 
the sordid characteristics of man or 
devil — his influence all the more de- 
vastating because of the extensive pow- 
er, ascribed to him, the most powerful, 
the revered, the most feared and possi- 
bly the most hated of all mythical 
figures. 


One is impelled to ask: Can it be de- 
sign, or mere accident that placed this 
figure above all that might have been 
placed in the entrance of the hall that 
is supposed to be the symbol of the high- 
est aspirations of all the nations of the 
world? Your guess is as good as mine. 


Normal man has a tender love for his 
own family, that cannot be extended to 
his community, no matter how benevo- 
lent he may be. This, truly is Devotion. 
He also has a distinct feeling of attach- 
ment to, and obligations toward, his 
own country above that which he feels 
toward other countries, singly or col- 
lectively. This, truly is patriotism. Our 
flag is our symbol of this devotion to 
our families and our homes, and of our 
patriotism to our Nation. Let us keep it 
at the top of the mast. . 
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HE AMERICAN people ask one 
thing—the truth. They will find 
their way over any obstacles, through 
any fog, against any foe, foreign or do- 
mestic, if they have the truth. I do not 
believe our people can ever find the 
answers to their present problems, if 
their officials feed them a diet of lies.

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THE TEN 
EPIPHANIES 


Sermon Of The Month 


DR. ANDREW JOHNSON 
WILMORE, KENTUCKY 


N HIS INTRODUCTION to the Acts 

of the Apostles, Luke, the distinguish- 
ed historian, declares that Jesus showed 
Himself alive after His passion by many 
infallible proofs, being seen of them 
forty days and discussing things per- 
taining to the kingdom of God. 


Some of these infallible proofs of 
Christ’s post-resurrection life came in 
the form of epiphanies or personal ap- 
pearances during the designated period. 


When we take into consideration the 
circumstances connected with these ten 
tested demonstrations of triumph over 
the grave, we find firm, bed rock reality 
for the Christian’s Easter hope of eter- 
nal life. 


L 


Enemies of Christ gloated over their 
apparent victory and spoke with scorn 
regarding the fears, futile efforts and 
apparent failure of the Galilean and 
His followers. The disciples were fright- 
ened, browbeaten and intimidated. 


Up until that time, the predictions 
of the Christ had been only partly ful- 
filled: “Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
That ye shall weep and lament, but the 
world shall rejoice: and ye shall be 
sorrowful, but your sorrow shall be 
turned into joy.” (John 16:20) 


“When the sabbath was past” the. 
blind leaders of the blind felt they had 
accomplished their diabolical purpose. 


But “very early in the morning the 
first day of the week” a few faithful 
souls ended their mournful vigil and 
started for the sepulchre, to give addi- 
tional evidence of their unshaken loyal- 
ty by anointing the lifeless form. 


“At sunrise on the morning of what 


we now call Easter Sunday, certain 
women, distraught with grief, went to 
the sepulchre to find an angel in the 
place where Jesus had lain. His first 
appearance was to Mary Magdalene. 


The crown of first distinction was 
placed upon personal salvation. Mark 
says: “Now when Jesus was risen early 
the first day of the week, he appeared 
first to Mary Magdalene, out of whom 
he had cast seven devils. And she 
went and told them that she had been 
with him, as they mourned and wept. 
And they, when they had heard that he 
was alive, and had been seen of her, 
believed not.” 


The news that Mary received travelled 
fast and far. The glorious fact of a con- 
queror more mighty than death was 
that morning proclaimed to the world, 
and no sophistry has ever been able to 
explain it away. This was the greatest 
event in history. It was accomplished 
in silence. It was the mightiest con- 
quest the world has ever known. The 
Redeemer overcame the most dreaded 
of all foes by breaking the bonds of 
death. 


It is significant that our Lord should 
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have made His first claim to deity in 
the presence of a woman at the Sychar 
well (John 4:26), and His first appear- 
ance after the resurrection to Mary. 
Someone has said: “Women were last at 
the cross and first at the sepulchre.” 


IL. 


The second epiphany was made to a 
band of faithful women hastening from 
the tomb for the purpose of announc- 
ing the news to the discouraged disci- 
ples. Here the crown of distinction is 
placed upon the brow of obedience. 


How can the early arrival of these 
women be explained? In John 20:19 
we read that “the disciples were assem- 
bled for fear of the Jews.” But the 
women apparently were fearless. Is the 
answer found in I John 4:18? “There 
is no fear in love; but perfect love 
casteth out fear.” 


Why did Mary Magdalene and Mary 
the mother of James, and Salome buy 
sweet spices which they prepared in an- 
ticipation of the first day of the week? 
(Mark 16:1-2 and Luke 23:55-56.) We 
might as well ask, why did Mary of 
Bethany a few days before anoint Jesus 
with costly ointment? How can be ex- 
plained their coming to the sepulchre, 
the door of which they knew was cover- 
ed with a large stone? 


Love knows no fear and will find a 
way of expressing itself. 


Matthew left us the record: “And as 
they went to tell his disciples, behold, 
Jesus met them, saying, All hail. And 
they came and held him by the feet, 
and worshipped him. Then said Jesus 
unto them, Be not afraid; go tell my 
brethren that they go into Galilee, and 
there shall they see me.” | 


The holy and enthusiastic conduct of 
these women cannot be brushed aside 
and accounted for as irresponsible emo- 
tionalism or hallucination. The basic 
principle of the glad message, borne to 
the brethren, was nothing less than the 
epiphany of the risen Christ. The event 
bears the marks of historical reality 
and constitutes another link in the gold- 
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en chain of “many infallible proofs” 


mentioned by Luke. 
Il. 


After this, Jesus made His presence 
known to Peter alone for the third epi- 
phany. In this instance the crown of 
distinction is placed upom repentance. 
For his repeated protestations of unal- 
terable fidelity, falsified by his miser- 
able fall, Peter “wept bitterly.” 


Details are lacking regarding this 
visitation. All four of the Gospels are 
silent. There is a brief mention by Paul 
in I Corinthians 15:5, “He (Christ) 
was seen of Cephas, then of the twelve.” 


Peter’s participation in the resurrec- 
tion events is a matter of record. We 
have already taken note of what, hap- 
pened at dawn. Mary Magdalene, whose 
impetuous temperament most resembled 
Peter’s, hastened, before the other 
women on wings of impatience. Then 
she hurried back to convey the astound- 
ing news to Peter and John. 


John arrived first but for some rea- 
son, perhaps overcome by emotion, re- 
mained outside the sepulchre, while 
Peter, arriving soon thereafter dashed 
in. The napkin and linen clothes were 
neatly folded, collapsed on the floor 
of the tomb, mute testimony that the 
body had departed without any kind of 
a physical struggle. 


Peter was an eyewitness to the vacated 
tomb and he was, of course, present 
with other disciples on various occa- 
sions when Christ presented Himself in 
resurrection triumph. There is also a 
brief reference to Peter in the next epi- 
phany. 


IV. 


The record of the fourth appearance 
is found in the closing chapter of Luke’s 
Gospel. Two honest doubters are given 
signal recognition on the road to Em- 
maus. Here the crown of distinction is 
placed upon knowledge gained by re- 
velation. 


During the brightest day that ever 4 
lighted the world, these two disciples 
were found groping in the gloom of 
night. They were puzzled. A conflict 
raged in their bosoms. The loss of their 
Master filled them with disappointment, 
dread and fear. They sensed intuitively 
what was not actually clear in their 
thinking, stated later in the Apostle’s 
declaration, “If Christ be not raised, 
your faith is vain; ye are yet in your 
sins.” 

Reaching Emmaus, the “stranger” 
made as though He would go further. 
They begged Him to stay, saying, “Abide 
with us.” He was invited to a rustic cot- 


bread. What sorrowful but sweet re- 
flections must have risen in their minds 
at the sight! 


He gave thanks. He broke the bread. 
Instantly their eyes were opened. Yes, 
it is He, the Lord of glory; He lives! 


Later they mused: “Did not our 
heart burn within us, while he talked 
with us by the way?” 


Making their way back to Jerusalem, 
they related the wonderful experience, 
punctuating it with the remark: “The 
Lord is risen indeed, and hath appeared 
unto Simon (Peter).” 


V. 


The fifth epiphany occurred at the 
close of the first Easter celebration. The 


crown of distinction is placed upon the 
fact of faith confirmed by sight. 


John’s recital of this miraculous in- 
cident follows: “Then the same day at 
evening, being the first day of the week, 
when the doors were shut where the dis- 
ciples were assembled for fear of the 
Jews, came Jesus and stood in the midst, 
and saith unto them, Peace be unto you. 
And when he had so said, he shewed un- 
to them his hands, and his side. Then 
were the disciples glad, when they saw 
the Lord.” 


A companion statement is found in 
Luke 24:39, “Behold my hands and my 
feet, that it is I myself.” 


It may seem strange that our Lord 
should have risen in this condition. But 
as the simplest and readiest method of 
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establishing recognition, He pointed to 
the marks of His suffering. 


When the three Hebrews came forth 
from the furnace, whose flames they had 
nobly dared in their resistance to idola- 
try, no trace remained upon them of the 
scorching fire. When the Son of God 
emerged from the fiercer flames of 
man’s hate and sin’s penalty, those pres- 
ent might have expected to behold Him 
equally unaffected by their fury. But, 
for reasons known to the Infinite mind, 
He bore the marks of the deep and dead- 
ly wounds inflicted. 


To the disciples He was unquestion- 
ably the same Jesus with Whom they 
had been associated a few days before. 
His identity was fixed. “Jesus Christ the 
same yesterday, and today, and for 
ever.” 


The fact that Christ could enter a 
room and stand in the midst of friends 
when the doors were bolted, throws light 
on the nature of the resurrection body 
and its transcendence over all material 
things. His mysteriously resurrected 
body could partake of broiled fish and 
honeycomb, and actually enter a build- 
ing with all physical avenues of ap- 
proach closed. 


Easter reminds us that Christians live, 
move and have their being in the realm 
of the supernatural. 


VI. 


The sixth epiphany took place on the 
second Christian sabbath. John gave the 
account. The New Testament could not 
be considered complete without it. This 
time the crown of distinction is made. to 
rest upon the sanctity of the Sabbath. 


We read: “And after eight days again 
his disciples were within, and Thomas 
with them: then came Jesus, the doors 
being shut, and stood in the midst, and 
said, Peace be unto you. Then saith he 
to Thomas, Reach hither thy finger, and 
behold my hands; and reach hither thy 
hand, and thrust it into my side: and 
be not faithless, but believing.” 


The words “after eight days” conveys 
an important message to the Church. 
The disciples probably met every day 
during the preceeding week, but their 
Lord designedly reserved His second ap- 
pearance until the recurrence of the res- 
urrection day, that He might inaugurate 
the sanctities of the Christian Sabbath. 


Thomas did not accept Christ’s invita- 
tion to touch our Lord’s wounds, but 
rather exclaimed: “My Lord and my 
God!” This is made plain from the il- 
luminating statement: “Because thou 
hast seen me, thou hast believed.” The 
glory of Christ broke in upon the doubt- 
er like a flood. 


The firm resolution of this disciple 
not to be precipitated into any sort of 
premature confession of faith, coupled 
with his concrete reaction when he saw 
and heard for himself, makes a valuable 
contribution to Christian Apologetics. 


His hesitancy and precaution, so sud- 
denly changed into happy assurance, 
cannot be accounted for by the charge 
of skeptics that the resurrection story 
resulted from high tension emotions 
and crazy hallucinations. 


“What we see and feel with confi- 
dence we tell, 

“And publish to the sons of men 
the signs infallible.” 


VIL. 


The seventh epiphany occurred on the 
shores of the Sea of Tiberias. Again 
Christ showed Himself to a group. The 
crown of distinction is placed upon ties 
of affection existing between Christ and 
His friends. 


John wrote: “There were together 
Simon Peter, and Thomas called Didy- 
mus, and Nathanael of Cana in Galilee, 
and the sons of Zebedee, and two other 
of his disciples. Simon Peter saith unto 
them, I go a fishing. They say unto him, 
We also go with thee. They went forth, 
and entered into a ship immediately; 
and that night they caught nothing. But 


when the morning was now come, Jesus 
stood on the shore: but the disciples 
knew not that it was Jesus ... Jesus 
saith unto them, Come and dine.” 


How supernally natural was Jesus on 
this occasion! He placed Himself in 
the position of chef and host. What 
strange emotions must have stirred in 
the breasts of these disciples! 


They were back again in Galilee, in 
the neighborhood of beautiful Genne- 
saret, perhaps sojourning in Peter’s 
house at Capernaum. Bound together 
by ties of blessed acquaintance, and 
memories of holy colleagueship in the 
Apostolate, they naturally kept close 
companionship. Here then, at the wa- 
ter’s edge where, in earlier days these 
fishermen had cast their nets, they did 
so again. 


We are justified in imagining them 
speaking of the past and forecasting the 
future — recalling parables and mir- 
acles, crucifixion and resurrection, epi- 
phanies at Jerusalem, wondering if they 
would ever see the risen Lord again. 


One day as seven of them were talk- 
ing, hoping for the best, foreboding the 
worst, Peter, keenly alive to the fact 
that they had to eat, said: “I go a fish- 
ing.” The others joined him. 


Entering a boat, they cast their net 
hour after hour, but in vain. Day creeps 
into evening, evening into night, night 
into morning, and still they cast and 
cast but catch nothing. 


Jesus had instructed them (and us) to 
be fishers of men. When there are no 
visible results, we must keep on casting, 
continuing our witnessing and, in due 
time, the effort will be rewarded. Christ 
will appear on the shore. The net will 
be cast on. the right side, the right place, 
at the right time. 


There in the midst of the disciples 
was Jesus, second Person of the God- 
head, concerned with the success of a 
preacher’s fishing party, willing to pre- 
side at a fish fry. Then the Master con- 
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cluded the affair with an impressive 
ceremony, ao Simon Peter the pri- 
mary recipient of the message. 


“Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me 
more than these?” There has always 
been a question as to what or whom 
Jesus referred when He used the word 
“these.” For us, “these” may mean any- 
thing that might keep one from being 
his best in the service of Christ. For the 
Master said: “Feed my lambs ... feed 
my sheep.” 


Vil. 


A lofty mountain, the identity of 
which has never been established, was 
the scene of the eighth epiphany. The 
crown of distinction rests upon the 
Great Commission. 


It will be recalled that the angel of 
the resurrection scene instructed the 
women to go and tell the disciples. 
Matthew says: “And go quickly, and 
tell his disciples that he is risen from 
the dead; and, behold, he goeth before 
you into Galilee; there shall ye see him: 
lo, I have told you.” 


Jesus, before His passion, had told 
the disciples He would meet them in 
Galilee. Following the institution of the 
Lord’s Supper, perhaps on the way to 
the Garden of Gethsemane, He said: 
“After I am risen again, I will go be- 
fore you into Galilee.” (Matthew 26:32 
and Mark 14:28) 


This explains the message of the an- 
gel summoning Christ’s faithful follow- 
ers to some secluded spot, the location 
of which is not recorded. Mark quotes 
the angelic visitor as saying: “Tell his 
disciples and Peter that he goeth before 
you into Galilee: there shall ye see him, 
as he said unto you.” 


“And as they went to tell his disciples, 
behold, Jesus met them, saying, All 
hail. And they came and held him by 
the feet, and worshipped him. Then said 
Jesus unto them, Be not afraid: go tell 
my brethren that they go into Galilee, 
and there shall they see me.” 


Thus the meeting on the mountain 
was well announced. According to Paul, 
writing in I Corinthians 15:6, it was 
attended by “above five hundred breth- 
ren.” 


It was a glorious privilege for these 
people to stand upon the summit of a 
sacred mount and be reassured of the 
real, visible, personal presence of the 
risen Christ, receive the Great Com- 
mission, and hear the words, “lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” 


IX. 


James, the Just, viewed the eighth 
epiphany alone. The crown of distinc- 
tion rests upon personal relationship 
with Christ. No reference is made to the 
incident in the four Gospels. We must 
rely upon Paul for the facts. He says: 
“After that, he was seen of James; then 
of all the apostles.” 


This connects with the ninth appear- 
ance for in the preceding verse the 
Apostle writes: “After that he was seen 
of above five hundred brethren at once; 
of whom the greater part remain unto 
this present, but some are fallen 
asleep.” Then he follows by saying that 
Christ “was seen of James” alone. 


I used to think that the five hundred 
who saw Him at once were those present 
for the ascension. But Paul’s reference 
to James seeing the Lord later leaves 
no doubt that it was an entirely different 
group. 

The Apostle’s personal testimony 
brings a thrill to our souls. “And last of 
all he was seen of me also, as one born 
out of due time.” He was evidently 
referring to his “knock down” experi- 
ence on the Damascus road. 


X. 


The crowning epiphany occurred on 
Mount Olivet when Christ ascended into 
heaven. The crown of distinction rests 
upon the New Testament plan of public 
worship, for there were many people 
present. 


Let us consider Luke’s brief report in 
Acts 1:9, “And when he had spoken 
these things, while they beheld, he was 
taken up; and a cloud received him out 
of their sight.” This was the final wor- 
ship service held during the period of 
time that Christ spent on our earth. 


Luke also says in the closing verses 
of his Gospel: “And he led them out as 
far as to Bethany, and he lifted up his 
hands, and blessed them. And it came 
to pass, while he blessed them, he was 
parted from them, and carried up into 
heaven. And they worshipped him, and 
returned to Jerusalem with great joy.” 


Dr. A. B. Simpson imagined the final 
epiphany took place after this fashion: 


“At length the hour of parting. comes. 
He leads them out as far as Bethany ... 
He was still talking to them, and His 
hands were raised in benediction, as had 
often been the case before at His part- 
ings; but now, as He blesses them, He 
gradually rises before their very eyes, 
calmly majestic, with His face shining 
with love. 


“His hands still stretched out in bene- 
diction, higher and higher and higher, 
while their strained eyes followed Him 
with intense, absorbing attention, until 
a floating cloud intervened and He dis- 
appeared behind it, and they woke from 
the spell to realize that at last He had 
gone away.” 


x * 


THESE ten epiphanies provide an af- 

firmative answer to the age old ques- 
tion propounded by Job: “If a man die, 
shall he live again?” 


They prove to the satisfaction of 
every mind capable of reasoning and 
evaluating facts, that life exists beyond 
the grave. This places upon everyone 
the solemn responsibility of preparing 
for eternity. 


They give anchorage to the Chris- 
tian’s hope of heaven beyond the sunset. 
“We shall be like him; for we shall see 
him as he is.” I John 3:2. 
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CHURCH 


HE ABOVE PICTURE, taken Easter 

day 1954, shows a group of Chris- 
tians visiting the Tomb of Christ in Je- 
rusalem. The sacred burial place is 
located on the Jordan side of the city, 
in a Garden which was owned by Joseph 
of Arimathea (according to John 19: 
38-42). 


As was the case on the first day of 
the week when women visited the Tomb, 
a Warden or gardener, has charge of 
the premises today. He is Solomon John 
Mattar, a Christian Arab. 


“During the course of a year, we 
have some eight to ten thousand visi- 
tors,” says Mr. Mattar. “Last Easter, 
about three thousand persons visited 
the Tomb. We expect more this year. 
The first service, a sunrise gathering, 
is at 4:30 A.M. There is a second serv- 
ice, at 5:30 and both of these are ar- 
ranged for special groups from the 
United States. 


“The annual General Service, held 
under the auspices of the Garden Tomb 
Association, is arranged by the Warden. 
It starts at 7 A.M. and lasts an hour 
and a half. The next one is at 9:30, us- 
ually attended by worshippers from 
many different countries, as well as 
local residents. 


“The Tomb is visited at intervals 
throughout the day and explanations 
given. As a rule speakers devote their 
messages to the fact of the resurrection 
as the keystone of Christian Faith, draw- 
ing attention to the ‘infallible proofs’ 
given in the Scriptures.” 


Visitors these days are being thrilled 
‘by the discovery and excavations of an 
Underground Church, carved out of 
‘solid rock, adjacent to the Tomb. This 
iis regarded as the greatest and most in- 


triguing archaeological find of the 
Christian era. 

The following record of events is 
published for those who may not have 
seen the article on this subject in the 
March Defender: 


Water becomes precious at certain 
times of the year in Jerusalem. For cen- 
turies there have been three cisterns in 
the Garden. One, the mouth of which 
is located less than a hundred feet from 
the door of the Tomb, went dry a few 
months ago. 

Improvising a rope ladder, and with 
torch in hand, Mr. Mattar went down 
to find what was wrong. A break in the 
floor was noted through which the wa- 
ter had escaped. 


Thereupon, the Warden discovered 
he was standing in a Church carved out 
of virgin stone — the floor which was 
51 feet below the ground surface. 


The structure, probably made in the 
days of the Apostles, measures 56 feet 
and 8 inches in length ... and 33 feet 
and 4 inches in width. On the east wall, 
directly opposite the entrance, Mr. Mat- 
tar discovered and _ photographed a 
Cross 4 feet and 2 inches high ... 3 feet 
and 4 inches wide. 


A circular baptismal pool 10 feet in 
diameter and 5 feet deep is located near 
the south wall. If the Church was situ- 
ated at ground level, the hill of Calvary 
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would be seen to start rising near its 
side. 


It is evident that the builders of this 
amazing place of worship wanted to 
conduct their services as near the place 
of our Lord’s crucifixion and Tomb as 
possible. 

For centuries, Christians have made 
pilgrimages to Joseph’s Garden, nev- 
er suspecting that under their feet there 
was a Church waiting to be discovered 
and restored by the magic of twentieth 
century archaeology. 


It has been known for some time that 
a Church once stood directly in front 
of the Tomb. But the fact of a compan- 
ion structure having existed beneath the 
surface, corresponding in some measure 
to the Catacombs of Rome, comes as a 
startling disclosure. 


x * * 


THE PICTURE on page 27 shows 

Warden Mattar and a workman with 
pick in hand. A layer of earth approxi- 
mately 20 feet thick must be removed 
before the roof of the Church can be 
exposed. The sign posted in the back- 
ground reads as follows:

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Dr. John R. Turnbull, Superintend- 
ent of Defender missionary work in the 
Middle East was contacted soon after 
the discovery was made. Because Mr. 
Mattar and those associated with him, 
wished development of the project to 
be placed in evangelical Christian 
hands, he was asked if his Wichita 
headquarters would be willing to as- 
sume responsibility. 

A series of cablegrams and air mail 
letters were exchanged. This explains 
the origin of the sign. The archaeologi- 
cal work is being financed by popular 
subscription. It was originally hoped 
that the Church could be completely 
restored by Easter, but this was not 
possible. 


Those who have seen the sanctuary 
in the rock speak of its exquisite beau- 
ty. The walls and floor are said to be 
perfectly smooth. It gives an impres- 
sion of dignity, spaciousness and charm 
befitting a place of worship. 


The discovery seems to bring the 
crucifixion, burial and resurrection 
closer and clearer than ever before. 
How the early Christians must have 
loved Calvary’s Hill and Joseph’s Gar- 
den! 

To enter the Underground Church 
they walked through an entrance on 
the west side, which caused them to 
face Calvary. 


* 


D* TURNBULL and other scholars 

see in the Underground Church con- 
firmation of the Garden Tomb as 
Christ’s authentic burial place. 


The Tomb is known in some circles as 
“Gordon’s Tomb” because in 1883 the 
English General Gordon, who had come 
to believe that Skull Hill was none 
other than Calvary, rediscovered it. Dr. 
Turnbull says: 


“Why is there such enthusiastic in- 
terest in the excavations now under way 
in the Garden? Many have believed for 
a long time that this is the very Tomb 
from which Christ arose on that first 
Easter. They have had strong reasons to 
support their convictions. Many other 
Tombs have been examined but this is 
the only one that answers, in smallest 
details, the description in the Scriptures. 
Present excavations add a flood of new 
light. 

“The main objection of some good 
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people to accepting the Garden Tomb 
as authentic is, so they say, this area 
has never been used as a place of wor- 
ship. The discovery of the Underground 
Cistern-Church has utterly destroyed 
that objection. 


“Tt is now known that at least two 
churches stood at different times in 
close proximity to the Garden Tomb. 
The Cistern-Church is one. Another im- 
portant discovery was made last week. 


“As the Warden was supervising the 
sinking of a large trench, he followed 
a well built foundation wall of large 
stones. Some have contended that evi- 
dence exists of a church having been 
erected, in the remote past, against the 
ridge of high rock in the lower part of 
which the Tomb is situated. That claim 
has now been conclusively confirmed. 


“The men doing the digging in the 
trench came to the end of the founda- 
tion wall. There they unearthed large 
carved stones, three pieces of church 
pillars, a beautiful piece of marble and 
other artifacts, which leave no doubt 
that the Garden Tomb was, at one time, 
a center of worship. 


“Two days ago I walked over to the 
Post Office past Calvary to mail to 
Wichita headquarters some pictures of 
the most recent excavations. On my way 
back I met a professor who specializes 
in antiquities. His son is an instructor 
in one of the large universities in the 
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United States. He has lived in Jerusa- 
lem many years. 


“We talked about Calvary and the 
Garden Tomb. I was pleased when he 
mentioned what I had already come to 
believe: Calvary is the northern end 
of Mount Moriah. ‘I am quite certain,’ 
he remarked, ‘that this place called Cal- 
vary is really the place where Jesus was 
crucified.’ 


“As to the Garden Tomb,’ he went 
on, ‘I am not so certain but I believe 
it is the place where Jesus rose.’ 


“He had not heard about the discov- 
ery of the Cistern-Church. When I told 
him that a Church had been found un- 
derground, 100 feet from the Tomb, he 
was elated and said excitedly, ‘That 
strengthens a thousand fold the argu- 
ment that the Garden Tomb is the real 
Tomb of Christ.’ 


“T do not believe there will remain 
the least doubt in his mind, or the minds 
of others, when the foregoing facts be- 
come generally known.” 
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THE EYES 
OF 


JESUS

“And he lifted up his eyes on his 
disciples, and said, Blessed be ye poor: 
for your’s is the kingdom of God.” 
(Luke 6:20) 


HE EYES of the Saviour merit our 

attention, for the four Gospels have. 
a great deal to say about them. Because 
the eyes of a person signify so much, 
I am glad that the eyes of our Lord 
are discussed in the New Testament. 


We have in our Church a young 
woman who is totally blind. I have of- 
ten tried to put myself im her place and 
wonder what I would do under similar 
circumstances. She seems vitally inter- 
ested in everyone, but has never seen 
the face of a human being. She and 
her mother are devoted to each other, 
but in all the years she has never had 
the joy of looking into the face of the 
one who brought her into the world. 
This young woman, while totally blind 
physically, is not blind spiritually. She 
discerns the things of God. Her heart 


is yielded to Him, and she is serving 
as a missionary to the blind in Mexico. 


As she teaches students to type and 
to read by the Braille system, she also 
teaches them the Gospel. Every time I 
see that young woman back home in 
our congregation a new sense of grati- 
tude to God rises in my heart; I thank 
Him for the blessing of my sight. 


One day a blind woman, during a 
pastoral call, asked me if it were day 
or night. The question brought pain to 
my heart. Living in perpetual darkness, 
this aged woman did not know whether 
I was calling on her in the daytime or 
night. She said she slept whenever she 
had the desire, whether it was high noon 
or midnight. It made no difference to 
her. All was darkness. 


The more I contemplate the eye, the 
more I am convinced that there is a 
God who creates. None but a Creator 
could bring into existence a mechanism 


so intricate. Eye specialists who have 
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devoted a lifetime to its study are ready 
to admit there is a great deal more to 
learn. 


I shall interrupt myself to quote 
briefly from Dr. Robert G. Lee: 


“The eye is the imperial organ of the 
human system. It is mentioned 534 
times in the Bible. God honors the eye, 
extols the eye, illustrates the eye, ar- 
raigns the eye, condemns the eye. And 
surgeons speak of the glories of the 
eyes. Physiologists write much of the 
wonders of the eyes. God is a God of in- 
finite wisdom. Proof of this is that He 
created the human eye. Had He been 
less than infinite in wisdom, He could 
not have created the human eye. 


“Tt is wonderful how the eye can flash 
with indignation, kindle with enthusi- 
asm, expand with devotion, melt with 
sympathy, stare with fright, leer with 
villainy, droop with sadness, pale with 
envy, fire with revenge, twinkle with 
mirth, beam with love, frown with 
wrath, contract with pain. 


“Dr. Talmadge once said: ‘The eyes 
of Archibald Alexander and Charles S. 
Finney were the mightiest part of their 
sermons. The fire of spiritually pas- 
sionate souls burned in them.’ George 
Whitefield enthtalled great assemblages 
with his eyes, though they were crip- 
pled with strabismus. The Holy Ghost 
lit them. Many a military chieftain has 
with a look hurled a regiment to vic- 
tory or to death. Martin Luther turned 
his great eye upon an assassin who came 
to take his life, and the villain fled.” 


As one reads the Gospels he cannot 
help but be impressed with what Jesus 
said about the eye. In the Sermon on 
the Mount He said: “And if thy right 
eye offend thee, pluck it out, and cast 
it from thee: for it is profitable for 
thee that one of thy members should 
perish, and not that thy whole body 
should be cast into hell.” And again: 
“The light of the body is the eye: if 
therefore thine eye be single, thy whole 
body shall be full of light.” We read 
further: “And why beholdest thou the 
mote that is in thy brother’s eye, but 
considerest not the beam that is in thine 
own eye?” 


Jesus performed many miracles hav- 
ing to do with sight. “Then touched he 
their eyes, saying, According to your 
faith be it unto you. And their eyes were 
opened; and Jesus straitly charged 
them, saying, See that no man know it.” 
“And Jesus stood still, and called them, 
and said, What will ye that I shall do 
unto you? They say unto him, Lord, 
that our eyes may be opened. So Jesus 
had compassion on them, and touched 
their eyes: and immediately their eyes 
received sight, and they followed him.” 
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We recall the wonderful ninth chap- 
ter of John where Jesus is described as 
opening the eyes of the young man who 
had been born blind. It was an amazing 
miracle — one which stirred up a good 
deal of opposition, both to the man who 
had been so blessed and also to Jesus. 


But let us think of the eyes of our 
glorious Christ. As we look at them we 
note that they are 


OPEN EYES 


He said: “Therefore speak I to them 
in parables: because they seeing see 
not; and hearing they hear not, neither 
do they understand.” 

So it is that many a man has eyes and 
sees not, being devoid of spiritual ca- 
pacities. Such a one is purblind. But 
Jesus had eyes and used them to the ex- 
tent that nothing ever escaped His vis- 
ion. The eyes of the Son of God were 
open and alert. 

There was miracle in His eyesight. 
Everything about Jesus was miraculous. 
He discovered what others could not, 
for nothing was beyond His under- 
standing. With a vision clear and free 
from color blindness, He saw things in 
their true light. 

To look into the open eyes of Jesus 
is to see inaudible volumes. They were 
flooded with compassion. “And when 
the Lord saw her, he had compassion 
on her, and said unto her, Weep not.” 
It would have been so easy to have 
closed His eyes and failed to notice this 
poor needy creature. But not so with 
Christ. 

It is said that He never looked upon 
people without compassion. So con- 
scious was He of how they had been 
victimized by sin and Satan, that His 
great heart went out to them, His eyes 
clearly revealing divine love. 


Further study of the Word reveals 
that Jesus had 


FAR-SEEING EYES 


This is tantamount to saying that He 
had telescopic vision. He beheld with 
crystal clearness things that were ex- 
ceedingly remote. How different from 
the people of His day. Their vision was 
so limited, they could not see in Him 
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the claims which He made concerning 


Himself. 


Jesus could look beyond the clouds, 
beyond the stars, far beyond the strato- 
sphere, yea, into heaven itself. He could 
turn His eyes upward and see the Father 
from whose glory He had come, and 
from whom He never withdrew His 
eyes. 


“Then they took away the stone from 
the place where the dead was laid. And 
Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said, Fath- 
er, I thank thee thou hast heard me.” 
The seventeenth chapter of John records 
His intercessory prayer wherein He 
pled for His people. The chapter be- 
gins by telling us that Jesus “... lifted 
up His eyes to heaven, and said, Father, 
the hour is come; glorify thy Son, that 
thy Son also may glorify thee.” 


There are instances where this power 
of vision has been communicated to 
others as in the case of Stephen. “But 
he, being full of the Holy Ghost, looked 
up stedfastly into heaven, and saw the 
glory of God, and Jesus standing on 
the right hand of God.” 


So remarkable was the vision of Je- 
sus that He not only looked into heaven, 
but He saw the remote future. His eyes 
looked down the ages to behold with 
crystalline vision the events that would 
transpire in future days. How apparent 
this is as one reads that great Olivet 
discourse preached a little while before 
He went to the judgment hall and final- 
ly to the Cross. 


‘ The Saviour did not paint a rosy 
picture. There is nothing to indicate a 
false optimism. He faithfully portrayed 
the course of this age and said it would 
end in tribulation. He also looked be- 
yond that awful day of distress and 
His wonderful eyes pierced the mias- 
ma of bog and saw the hour of ultimate 
triumph when He would come and es- 
tablish the kingdom among men. 


He said: “Immediately after the tri- 
bulation of those days shall the sun be 
darkened, and the moon shall not give 
her light, and the stars shall fall from 
heaven, and the powers of the heavens 
shall be shaken: And then shall appear 
the sign of the Son of man in heaven: 
and then shall all the tribes of the earth 
mourn, and they shall see the Son of 
man coming in the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory. And he 
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shall send his angels with a great sound 
of a trumpet, and they shall gather to- 
gether his elect from the four winds, 
from one end of heaven to the other.” 


What a wonderful day is in store for 
this old world! How plainly Jesus saw 
the world, and realized that there was 
but one need! 


Said He, “And other sheep I have, 
which are not of this fold: them also I 
must bring, and they shall hear my 
voice; and there shall be one fold, and 
one shepherd.” Do we not need the eyes 
of Jesus? Do we not need to see the 
Father as He did and the souls of men 
afar off? If Christians could see the 
need of human beings as He did, there 
would be a ready response to the terms 
of the Great Commission. The warning 
and challenge He gave His disciples 
comes to us: “Say not ye, There are yet 
four months, and then cometh harvest? 
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behold, I say unto you, Lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields; for they 


are white already to harvest.” 


The soft, gentle, appealing eyes of 
the Lord Jesus furnish the most power- 
ful argument for missions that I know. 
The Psalmist wrote: “He ruleth by his 
power for ever; his eyes behold the na- 
tions: let not the rebellious exalt them- 
selves.” 


Another glimpse at the eyes of our 
Lord will reveal that they are 


NEAR-SEEING EYES 


Jesus was not so interested in the far 
distance that He neglected those close 
at hand. When I mention that His eyes 
were near-seeing, I do not mean that 
He suffered with astigmatism. There 
was nothing imperfect about His vision. 


Our Master never overlooked the in- 
dividual. Everyone He met loomed 
large in His plans and purposes. The 
infinite distances above, the great spaces 
of the future, and the narrow confines 
of His day all met within the scope of 
His vision. What superb moral and 
spiritual balance! 


Our Lord sat in the temple and watch- 
ed the people and when a little widow 
cast in two mites, His eyes were fastened 
upon her as much as upon any of the 
larger givers. He saw with true per- 
spective the gift she had made. 


As He moved along the highway, He 
saw a little man in a tree and called him 
to come down and open his home. Pass- 
ing a government building, He saw the 
hated taxgatherer sitting at the seat of 
customs, and Matthew was called to 
follow Him. People did not like this 
man but Jesus saw potential wealth in 
him and as a result, we have the Gospel 
of Matthew in our Bibles today. 


As He passed along a certain dusty 
road, the crowd pressed in on every 
side. A woman who had been desper- 
ately ill for twelve years, touched the 
hem of His garment and He stopped 
to deal with her case. In the midst of 
the multitudes, He did not overlook the 
individual. 


When parents brought little children 
to Him, the disciples thought He was 
too busy to be bothered, but they were 

recious to His heart. “And they 
ele unto him also infants, that he 
would touch them ... and said, Suffer 
little children to come unto me, and 
forbid them not: for of such is the king- 
dom of God.” 


Nathanael was puzzled when Jesus 
said of him, “Behold an Israelite in- 
deed, in whom is no guile!” How did 
Jesus know about him? Where had 
they met before? But the Master said: 
“Before that Philip called thee, when 
thou was under the fig tree, I saw thee.” 
Praise God for the comfort of those 
words, “I saw thee.” 


Jesus loved the individual and stop- 
ped to lift each man, woman and child. 
It is impressive to note that most of 
His great sayings were uttered to in- 
dividuals. 


Finally, I want you to note that the 
eyes of Jesus were 


PIERCING EYES 


The vision of our Saviour was pene- 
trating. He was eagle-eyed and nothing 
escaped Him. Three times in the book 
of Revelation we read “... his eyes 
were as a flame of fire.” This is a highly 
symbolic figure, because it reveals the 
searching power of His eyes. 


The Saviour could look into the 
depths of the human heart and read 
hidden secrets. “But Jesus did not com- 
mit himself unto them, because he knew 
all men, and needed not that any should 
testify of man; for he knew what was 
in man.” 


He could look into the inner cham- 
bers of the Pharisees and see their wick- 
ed plots. “Then the Pharisees went out, 
and held a council against him, how 
they might destroy him. But when Je- 
sus knew it, he withdrew himself from 
thence: and great multitudes followed 
him, and he healed them all.” 


Again we read: “And Jesus knew 
their thoughts, and said unto them, Ev- 
ery kingdom divided against itself is 
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brought to desolation; and every city 
or house divided against itself shall not 
stand.” 


Let us never forget that all things are 
open before Him. Nothing escapes His 
vision. “The eyes of the Lord are in 
every place.” 


The biographer of Bishop Watts re- 
lates that when a child he was one day 
in the house of a very old woman who 
asked him to read a framed text, “Thou 
God seest me.” Then she said: “When 
you are older, people will tell you that 
God is always watching you to see 
when you do wrong in order to punish 
you. I do not want you to think of it 
in that way, but I want you to take the 
text home, and remember all your life 
God loves you so much He cannot take 
His eyes off you.” 


The song writer was cognizant of the 
depth of meaning in our Lord’s eyes 
when he wrote: 


Why should | feel discouraged, 
Why should the shadows come, 
Why should my heart be lonely, 
And long for heav’n and home, 
When Jesus is my portion? 
My constant friend is He:

“The historic facts revealed here for 
the first time provide incontestable evi- 
dence that their continued suppression 
will prove inimical to the security of 
the nation, the peace of the world, the 
welfare of humanity, and the progress 
of civilization.” 


R. FREEDMAN takes the position 
that Dr. Goldstein is sincere but 
misled. He writes with candor: 


“Without you becoming aware of the 
fact, the methods you employ contri- 
bute in no small degree to dilution of 
the devotion of countless Christians for 
their Christian faith ... Your present 
philosophy and theology on this sub- 
ject seriously merit, without any delay, 
reconsideration on your part ... The 
influence you wield can become a dan- 
ger ... Your responsibility is not les- 
sened by your good intentions.” 


The “danger” here noted is that of 
‘Christians aiding and abetting “a con- 
spiracy” through blindness resulting 
for lack of knowledge.

sus professed and practiced the form 
of religious worship known and prac- 
ticed under the modern name of ‘Juda- 
ism’ is false and fiction of the most 
blasphemous nature. Jesus abhored and 
denounced the form of religious wor- 
ship practiced in Judea and which is 
known and practiced today under its 
new name ‘Judaism.’ That religious be- 


lief was then known as ‘Pharisaism’.” 


The historian, Flavius Josephus, is 
credited with having coined the word 
“Judaism” when writing for the Greeks 
and Romans. 


Ancient Pharisaism, known today as 
Judaism, was the fruit of the Talmud 
which had its origin during the period 
that the Jews spent in ancient Babylon- 
ia. Composed of accumulated writings 
by rabbis, it was not closed until the 
fifth century A.D. 


(Jesus condemned the document as 
“tradition” and asked: “Why do ye al- 
so transgress the commandment of God 
by your tradition?” His struggle in the 
last analysis was with Talmudists. 
Hence the words: “Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! Ye 
serpents, ye generation of vipers.”) 


Mr. Freedman quotes Rabbi Morris 
N. Kertzer: “The Talmud consists of 
63 books of legal, ethical and historical 
writings of ancient rabbis. It was edited 
five centuries after the birth of Jesus. 
It is a compendium of law and lore. It 
is the legal code which forms the basis 
of Jewish religious law and it is the 
textbook used in the training of rabbis.” 


This statement is quoted from the 
June 17, 1952 issue of Look magazine. 
Mr. Freedman demolishes, as a_blas- 
phemous lie, the claim made in Jewish 
circles that “Jesus of Nazareth drew 
(from the Talmud) the teachings which 
enabled him to revolutionize the world.” 


Many Bible scholars will reject the 
broad interpretation that Mr. Freed- 
man places upon the word “Judean,” 
when discussing the human life of 
Christ.

let it be hoped they will return because 
of the important disclosures that fol- 
low in the next segment of the letter. 


YNATL recent years, a studied effort 


was made to keep the Talmud out 
of the hands of other races. Jewish writ- 
ings have for centuries urged caution 
in this regard. 


But now Dr. Goldstein is told: “In 
the year 1935 the international hier- 
archy of so-called or self-styled Jews 
for the first time in history published 
an official unabridged translation of 
the complete Talmud in the English 
language with complete footnotes. What 
possessed them to make this transla- 
tion into English is one of the unsolved 
mysteries. 


“It was probably done because so 
many Jews of the younger generation 
were unable to read the Talmud in the 
many ancient languages in which the 
original 63 books were first composed 
by their Authors in many lands between 
200 B.C. and 500 A.D.” 


A London firm called the Soncino 
Press was engaged to do the printing. 


Mr. Freedman goes on to explain: 
“A very limited number of the Soncino 
Edition were printed. They were not 
made available to any purchaser. The 
Soncino Edition of the Talmud is to be 
found in the Library of Congress and 
the New York Public Library. A set of 
the Soncino Edition of the Talmud has 
been available to me for many years. 
They have become rare ‘collector’s 
items’ by now.” 


Then follows the most complete list- 
ing of verbatim quotations so far pub- 
lished in the English language outside 
the Soncino Edition upon which the 
letter draws. 


If the reader can avoid vomitting, he 
will read excerpts from the vicious, in- 
human, immoral code which has given 
the nations two World Wars, cursed 
them with Zionism and Communism, 
debauched the entertainment world, in- 
filtrated every department of American 
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life and negated to an alarming degree 
the benign influence of the Christian 
religion. Mr. Freedman gives page and 
paragraph for his quotations, a few 
of which are as follows:

“What is meant by the Scriptural 
text, This is now bone of my bones, and 
flesh of my flesh (5)? This teaches that 
Adam had intercourse with every beast 
and animal but found no satisfaction 


until he cohabited with Eve.” 


“A woman who had intercourse with 
a beast is eligible to marry a priest.” 


The quotations became voluminous 
and consumed so much space that Mr. 
Freedman had to adopt the practice of 
indicating the location in the Talmud 
and condensing the substance of the 
thought in his own language. Space is 
available to quote in this review only a 
few of the hundreds of summaries ap- 
pearing in this part of his letter: 


“Jesus referred to as the son of Pan- 
dira, a soldier. Illegitimate and con- 
ceived during menstruation. Hanged on 
the eve of Passover. Seduced, corrupted 
and destroyed Israel. Died like a beast 
and buried in animal’s dirt heap.” 


“Christians are idolators, must not 
associate. Suggest Christians have sex 
relations with animals. Jews called 
men, Christians not called men.

Talmudic doctrines were im- 
posed upon the entire population as 
the state religion. The Talmud provid- 
ed civil and religious law. 


Here Mr. Freedman inserts into the 
letter, a lengthy quotation from the 
Jewish Encyclopedia, explaining exact- 
ly how the Khazars were changed into 
“Jews.” Circumcision was introduced. 
The Yiddish language, used in modern 
times by the so-called Jews of Eastern 
Europe, came into existence in the days 


of Bulan. 


“Yiddish is not a German dialect ... 
It must not be confused with Hebrew 
because they both use the same char- 
acters as their alphabets.

This infant nation, even 
smaller than our State of Delaware, was 
the embryo which developed into the 
great Russian Empire. By the close of 
the thirteenth century, it had swallowed 
up the Judaized Khazar Kingdom. The 
Jews of Russia were no longer known 
as Khazars. 
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This great mass of people, bound to- 
gether by anti-social Talmudic ties,

I’ RECENT WEEKS Christians all 

over the world have been putting in 
special time, study and meditation on 
the closing events of the life of our 
Lord and Saviour. 


They have followed the Lamb of God 
through His passion, death and resur- 
rection.

Recently, one of its pro- 
fessors spoke in the Chapel of Concor- 
dia Theological Seminary in St. Louis 
and helped soften the militant stand for 
which historic Lutheranism is famous. 


The modernist clergy work primarily 
through the National Council of 
Churches, a well-financed organization 
whose every action is to destroy funda- 
mental Bible truth, promote socialism 
and the social gospel. 


The National Council has succeeded 
in ingratiating itself to the conservative 
Lutheran Church — Missouri Synod, 
by giving that large church body its 
permission to put on a national relig- 
ious television program regularly. The 
camel has its nose in the tent. These 
modernists are always working the hard- 
est to dent the armor of conservative 
Christianity. 

What kind of testimony the rent ar- 
mor of God in which the Missouri Sy- 
nod is clad, can give to a public which 
knows the National Council is a terri- 
fying enemy of the Biblical Jesus, only 


time will tell. The writer was born, 


raised and schooled in this beloved Sy- 
nod during a time when it had strength 
to avoid compromises. What evil sow- 
er has been able to plant these tares?

But in all denominations God has 
had true servants who have dared stand 
for the truth regardless of the cost.

Roy’s book is published by the of- 
ficial Unitarian publishing house of the 
United States, regarded as a non-Chris- 
tian company. Roy himself is a Method- 
ist, and is supposed to have done this 
book as a thesis for a degree at Union 
Theological Seminary. 


In the early portion of the book Roy 
gives credit where due to those who aid- 
ed in the work. He says: 


“Out of the many organizations and 
organizational officials who have sup- 
plied me with valuable material, sev- 
eral merit special credit: Friends of 
Democracy, and particularly Leon M. 
Birkhead, the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B'rith, the American Jewish 
Committee and the U.S. Conference of 
the World Council of Churches.”

“And now we have the current best 
seller, ‘Apostles of Discord’ by Ralph 
Lord Roy. 


“All of the aforementioned books 
were either written in the Friends of 
Democracy research department or by 
members of the FOD staff itself.” 


Notice particularly the confession in 
the last line quoted from Birkhead’s 
column. Whether this is boast or truth 
probably only Roy and a few of his 
associates know. At any rate, both Roy 
and Birkhead establish the source of 
the material in “Apostles of Discord.” 
Bear this in mind as the details unfold. 


The Jewish Anti-Defamation League 
has long been closely associated with 
the anti-Christian, pro-red movement in 
America and acts as a secret gestapo 
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to silence those who oppose its plans. 
It organizes and directs campaigns 
against true patriots who are attempting 
to sound the alarm before the Country 
is completely enslaved. 


As an example, witness the way the 
pro-red ADL made use of Attorney 
James McNulty, Jr., the City Attorney 
of Bisbee to smear the writer before the 
local Kiwanis Club and anyone who 
would listen. Mr. McNulty obliged with- 
out even meeting his victim or giving 
him a chance to know the charges and 
answer them. 


The ADL crowd put forth the rumor 
that I was a “Communist” when my 
long, unswerving record of anti-commu- 
nist, pro-Christian and pro-American 
activity is known throughout the nation.

This is 
the group Roy thanks for “helping” 
with his book. ; 


WHAT ABOUT BIRKHEAD? 


Birkhead started out as a Methodist 
minister. It was too tame for his “liber- 
ality” and he became a Unitarian and 
a free thinker. His “church” in Kansas 
City had communists, leftists and free 
thought atheists swarming all over the 
place. Instead of the Gospel, they read 
passages, for example, from the writ- 
ings of Ghandi or whatever suited their 
purpose. It was an official meeting place 
for the Communist Party. 


His organization ‘Friends of Democ- 
racy’ was financed by left-wing Jewish 
money for the most part. When colum- 
nist Westbrook Pegler exposed Arthur 
Goldsmith of the Waldorf Towers mer- 
cilessly time and again as one of Birk- 
head’s chief financial backers, the mon- 
ey stopped and Birkhead became too 
notorious even for the Anti-Defamation 
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League and the two became enemies. 
This situation prevailed until Birkhead 
went to his eternal reward last year. 


Birkhead is the man who engineered 
the attacks and smears against the elder 
Henry Ford, Col. Charles Lindbergh, 
Dr. Gerald B. Winrod and the late Dr. 
Walter A. Maier of the International 
Lutheran Hour broadcasts. 


I was on Dr. Maier’s staff and became 
the victim by which Birkhead’s organi- 
zation attempted to remove Maier from 
the airwaves in 1945. Of course the 
fact that Maier had written a strong edi- 
torial against another of Birkhead’s 
books, “Under Cover” in the Walther 
League Messenger and had exposed Rex 
Stout as an anti-Lutheran bigot in the 
same magazine, had a lot to do with 
Birkhead wanting to get Maier taken 
off the radio by the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission. Rex Stout, the de- 
tective story writer and former editor 
of the Communist New Masses was an 
official of Birkhead’s Friends of De- 


mocracy. 


There is no doubt in my mind that 
if Dr. Maier were living today that he 
would come out strongly against the 
book “Apostles of Discord” produced 
by the same people and the same type 
of book but more vicious than “Under 
Cover” which he did not hesitate to ex- 
pose. As a matter of fact, Dr. Maier 
would no doubt be included among the 
so-called apostles of discord. 


It makes one wonder what Dr. Maier 
would say today if he knew that “Apos- 
tles of Discord” was being given ap- 
proval by highly-placed leaders in the 
Missouri Synod Lutheran Church and 
was being sold by its official publish- 
ing concern. 


We have in our files an extremely 
lengthy letter written by Birkhead to the 
Federal Communications Commission 
in 1945 which asks the FCC to take ac- 
tion to get Maier off the air and which 
quotes extensively from Maier’s ser- 
mons and printed articles to attempt 
to prove that Dr. Maier was a nazi, fas- 
cist, anti-Semite and a spreader of devi- 
sive hate propaganda. 


This letter has never been published 
to my knowledge. It is too long to pub- 
lish here, but it establishes how the 
smear brigade works. Our copy of the 
letter came unwittingly from Birkhead’s 
own hands while sitting at his own desk. 
He was doing everything possible to 
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remove Dr. Maier from preaching the 
Gospel on the airwaves. He was Dr. 
Maier’s bitterest enemy. 


Now Birkhead prepares the latest 
smear book entitled “Apostles of Dis- 
cord” and a fellow clergyman and pro- 
fessor at Concordia Theological Semin- 
ary who claims friendship and admira- 
tion for Dr. Maier boosts it in one of 
the leading periodicals of the Church. 
What liberal bug is creeping into such 
high places that such a thing cam hap- 
pen? 


Incidently, the true story of why Dr. 
Maier left the editorship of the Walther 
League Messenger which he built up, 
has never been told in print. He gave me 
the details twice, once shortly before 
his death five years ago. I was person- 
ally on the scene in 1945 when this oc- 
curred. However, no sooner was Maier 
off the staff when new, liberal blood 
ascended the editor’s chair and editor- 
ials began to appear at complete var- 
iance with former Christian editorial 
policy. The United Nations was writ- 
ten up as a “Christian ideal.” Eleanor 
Roosevelt who holds the Bible in low 
esteem by her own admission in writ- 
ing, was used to advertise Bibles. Carl- 
son’s book, “The Plotters” was praised 
in the book reviews, while a short time 
previous his earlier book “Under Cov- 
er” was decently exposed by Dr. Maier 
for what it was ... all in the same 
magazine! 


Much prayer needs to be offered and 
action needs to be taken to stop the dis- 
ease of Modernism from spreading far- 
ther into conservative Christian circles.

Here is what Roy writes about the 
Bible on page 72-73 of his book. As 
you read these words, ask yourself how 
any professor of theology or minister 
who says he believes in the full truth of 
God’s Word can recommend such a

“Many liberal scholars,” Roy writes, 
“however, express the concern that the 
New Testament, as the creation of fal- 
lible men, was influenced strongly by 
anti-Semitic sentiments current in the 
first century of the Christian era. The 
Gospel of John is especially full of 
hatred for the Jews. The worst text is 
John 8:44, ‘Ye are of your father the 
devil.’ One commentator insists, ‘It is 
simply inconceivable that Jesus of 
Nazareth ever said these words.’ Less 
virulent bigotry appears in Mark 
(where as early as the third chapter 
the Pharisees are represented as con- 
spiring to destroy Jesus); in Matthew 
(with its inscription to the whole Jewish 
nation of the curse, ‘His blood be on us 
and on our children;’); and, in mild 
form, in Luke and Acts.” 


Roy is making the statement that the 
Gospel of John is full of hatred for the 
Jews. He is not quoting someone else. 
He is making the statement that the 
Bible is not divinely inspired but the 
work of fallible men. 


What do these people who want to 
change the New Testament say about 
the Jewish Talmud? Do they ever tell 
the public what is in the Talmud? Do 
they ever demand that the Talmud be 
rewritten to remove its obsenities, ter- 
rible damnations of Christ and Chris- 
tians? No, they never utter a word! 


The Lutheran Research Society owns 
a complete set of the Soncino Talmud. 
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It is 32 volumes in size. It is the only 
unabridged, officially approved English 
publication of the Talmud. It is full of 
approval of crimes against children, 
terrible deaths for Christ and Christians 
and discussions of so vile a nature they 
cannot be read in mixed groups. It tells 
Jewish women, for example, that it is 
better to be a prostitute than a Chris- 
tian. 


But you never hear of a Professor of 
Systematic Theology in any large, con- 
servative Christian seminary mention- 
ing such facts and telling readers of 
their theological monthly magazines the 
truths which Christ Himself knew. It is 
no wonder He said, “Ye are of your 


father, the devil.” 


Read the Talmud which was the oral 
law of the Pharisees and you will know 
WHY Christ made such a strong state- 
ment. He wanted no part of the devil 
who was a liar from the beginning. 


May we, instead of using human 
reason and saying, “Christ would never 
have said such a terrible thing” instead 
believe this is God’s inspired Word and 
ask “What made Christ make such a 
remark?” 


When you have the answer to that 
question, you will know why such books 
as “Apostles of Discord” are written 
and you will have to take a stand be- 
tween Christ and Satan, between the 
full Bible truth and Modernism, re- 
gardless of whether approval of the 
devil’s work comes even from sources 
which would, to all appearance, be on 
Christ’s side. 


It is not enough for men to say they 
are FOR Christ. They must show it by 
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intelligent action. When they compro- 
mise with the enemy and promote the 
written works of Christ’s enemies, they 
sacrifice the confidence of all true Chris- 
tians. 


Look for the infernal germ of mo- 
dern religious liberalism in the most 
conservative baskets.

females. In the majority of cases of 
diabetes in children, there is a marked 
hereditary endocrine deficiency. This 
may also be true in some cases of adults. 
The index to the degree of hereditary 
endocrine imbalance in the individual 
is determined by the time of life at 
which carbohydrate tolerance breaks 
down. In cases where the disease does 
not develop until after the age of 35 or 
40 years, the cause is more likely to be 
a decidedly overcrowded general nu- 
trition in which carbohydrate consump- 
tion has been excessive during the en- 
tire life. 


The liver plays the most important 
part in regulating the carbohydrate me- 
tabolism, but the hormonal output of 
the pancreas, pituitary and adrenal 
glands are also essential. In all cases 
of Diabetes Mellitus there is an insuf- 
ficiency of insulin in relation to the 
needs of the organism.

uary 24, 1954 and our local doctor ad- 
vised immediate surgery for cancer.

Result: Re-examined July 1, 1954, dis- 
charged July 7, 1954 feeling fine 
and all soreness gone. 

Nonsectarian Nonsemitic 
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Case 2. R.F. Age 68 Sex M_ 8-25-54 


History: Arrived at Clinic on above date , 
complaining of pain, sinus trouble, 
tuberculosis and undulant fever. 
For six years had been troubled 
with loss of control of foot and at 
times no feeling in it. 

Diagnosis: Physical, X-ray and laboratory 
examination revealed multiple 
sclerosis, ulcerated colon and un- 
dulant fever.

Treatment: Started treatment immediately 
and in about ten days dizziness 
disappeared; headaches were de- 
creasing and could sleep better. 

Result: Re-examined December 15, 1954 
and discharged free of symptoms 
January 1, 1955. No recurrence of 
trouble, 


Case 4. W.K. Age 62 Sex M 10-19-54 


History: Entered Clinic on above date com- 
plaining of sinusitis and diabetes 
with a blood sugar of 169 MGMs, 
labored breathing. 

Diagnosis: Physical, X-ray and laboratory ex- 
amination revealed sinusitis, ul- 
cerated descending colon, infec- 
tion in lungs and diabetes. 

Treatment: Treatment started immediately; in 
three weeks sinus infection had 
cleared up, labored breathing had 
disappeared, and sugar level grad- 
ually dropping. 

Result: Re-examined December 30, 1954 
and discharged free of all symp- 
toms.

forward move on our New York mis- 
sion field. 


These words “New York mission 
field” may at first glance seem para- 
doxical. But a little reflection, or better 
still, a trip through New York’s Har- 
lem section and adjacent areas, will 
convince the average Christian that the 
enormous foreign population offers a 
real missionary challenge. 


Every country in the world is said 
to be represented in this vast melting 
pot. Statistics indicate Harlem to be 
one of the worst crime ridden spots on 
the globe. 


A survey shows that people arriving 
there bring the same habits of life from 
which missionaries try to rescue them 
in the lands of their origin. Only a 
small percentage are equipped mentally 
and socially to properly evaluate Amer- 
ican living standards.

“The neighborhood where the new

It was blessed to see people who, only 
a few weeks ago, were living in outright 
sin, happy in the Lord and taking pride 
in having a place of worship. 


“Onesimo has had to find employ- 
ment to keep bread on his table, but will 
continue to preach and hold services 
every night in this new Defender 
Church. We hope before long that he 
ening able to devote full time to the 
work.”

Acclaimed by King Charles I; Wm. Law; 
Sir Isaac Newton and John Wesley, as the 
most illuminating writer since Christ. Also

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the slum areas where these 
people settle. Merchants 
charge unreasonable 
prices. Debts pile up for 
food and clothing. 


Harlem and vicinity is 
credited with having the 
most cruel and heartless set 
of landlords on the face of 
the earth. They victimize 
the Puerto Ricans merci- 
lessly. Whole families are 
cooped up in one little, 
dingy, smelly room for 
which an exhorbitant price 
is paid. 

The following report, 
written for a secular jour- 
nal by a man who visited 
the “homes” of these peo- 
ple, does not exaggerate. 
He says: 

“What places! I stepped 
into one of the dimly light- 
ed narrow hallways off Ma-

dison Avenue and knocked 
at the door of the Juan Cruz 
family. At first glance, the 
place looked like a jumbled 


store-room for second-hand 


ity of their race, Puerto Ricans are fine 
people, possessing many admirable 
traits of character. They are kind, gra- 
cious and courteous by nature. We find 
that they make excellent Christians 
when given the light of the Gospel. 


Unfortunately, the vast majority com- 
ing to the United States, get no further 
than New York City. Instead of better- 
ing themselves, it frequently happens 
that they sink to lower levels than en- 
dured under congested conditions on 
the Island. 


The result is that a Puerto Rican 
problem exists, very definitely, in our 
Country at the present time. There are 
no immigration barriers. One out of 
every ten residents om Manhattan Is- 
land, New York, is a Puerto Rican. 


New arrivals find it difficult to orient 
themselves in the strange environment. 
Families remain utterly dislocated for 
long periods of time. Conditions in the 
big city are quite unlike their quiet 
mountain life. Unemployment poses a 
problem. Thousands eke out a miser- 
able existence at near starvation levels. 


Selfishness and greed predominate in 


beds. 


“Squeezed into a 15 by 18-foot area 
were a three-quarter bed for the father 
and mother, with a bath curtain to close 
it from view; a crib for the seven-year- 
old; a wooden double-decker where two 
small girls share the lower section, leav- 
ing a teen age sister the upper; a roll- 
away for a boy 18; a bathtub; and a 
toilet set up in a small clothes closet. 


“Mrs. Cruz cooks on a tiny gas ring. 
At mealtime, three of the family draw 
up to a small table — they have only 
three chairs — while the other four sit 
on the beds, plates on laps, or eat stand- 
ing up. Dishes dry on a board laid 
across the end of the bathtub. They pay 
$16 a week, or about $70 a month, for 
this ‘accommodation.’ And this is typi- 
cal. The testimony of social workers I 
talked with is that thousands of Puerto 
Ricans live in equally squalid quarters. 


“Even worse are hundreds of con- 
demned basements and cellars into 
which landlords crowd families, goug- 
ing them for standard apartment rates. 
In one I visited, five families were holed 
up in cubicles that were formed by 
flimsy partitions. In another, each per-

son must wait his turn with 17 others 
to reach the single toilet. 


“A woman in one of these burrows 
kept a mop constantly at hand to fight 
the water that dropped from an over- 
head pipe. ‘Super (the superintend- 
ent) just say, Me no feex notheeng,’ 
she explained to me. 


“The end results of such an existence 
are what you might expect: disease, de- 
linquency and crime. Though the Puer- 
to Ricans come to New York with the 
best motives, the thousand-and-one dai- 
ly frustrations are too much for many 
of them. The weak flee responsibilities, 
deserting wives, children and the aged, 
who turn to the city for help.” 


The man who wrote these words was 
telling the truth. I have visited places 
that fit his description. There are thous- 
ands, literally thousands, of families 
living under these conditions in areas 
where we have established Churches. 


The Defenders organization has, 
through years of painstaking effort, de- 
veloped workable methods for serving 
Puerto Ricans at the religious level. 
When given the Gospel, their living 
conditions automatically change for the 
better. As previously stated, they make 
good Christians if given the opportun- 
ity.

IHE MEMBERSHIPS of our Church- 

es include many nationalities other 
than Puerto Ricans. The parent Church, 
for instance (of which Dr. and Mrs. 
Hernandez are Pastors), includes Mex- 
icans, Cubans, Dominicans, Haitians 
and a sprinkling from countries in 
South and Central America. 


For ten years, this congregation wor- 
shipped in a rented building on the 
fringe of Harlem. The premises were 
long ago outgrown, but a better, more 
commodious location could not be 
found.

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Late last year the owner made known 
his intention of tearing down the build- 
ing, to replace it by a larger one. This 
came as a shock because no adequate 
location was available, in the vicinity, 
to shelter the congregation. 


Finally a basement room of substan- 
tial size was found and: put into shape 
for use as temporary quarters. Services 
are now being held four nights a week 
and Sundays, according to the plan used 
by this congregation for several years. 


On three or four occasions, when in 
New York, Dr. Hernandez took me to 
see the only vacant lot anywhere near 
his Church — always expressing the 
hope that the Defenders might some 
day own it. The very valuable piece 
of ground, perfectly adapted to our use 
as a building site, was for years tied up 
in litigation. ; 

At the very time we lost our rented 
building, the lot was offered for sale. 
I went to New York. We met with the 
owners. Their price, considered reason- 
able, was accepted. Terms were arrang- 
ed and we made a down payment. Mem- 
bers of the congregation are encourag- 
ed, looking forward in anticipation to 
the day when they will have their own 
Church. 


We hope by the time the ground is 
_ paid for, it will be possible to start 
erection of the building. A basement 
and two-story structure is visualized, 
with facilities capable of receiving 
stranded Spanish Christians from for- 
eign lands, in need of food and tempor- 
ary shelter, while getting located. 


Like the Christians of Macedonia, 
commended by the Apostle Paul for 
giving to Christ’s Cause despite their 
“deep poverty,” Spanish Defender 
Christians are these days giving until 
it hurts! 


The New York Churches are cooper- 
ating to the best of their ability, but 
they must have help, immediate help, 


from Wichita headquar- 
ters, to meet payments on 
the lot. For reasons previ- 
ously explained, none of 
our Spanish Churches are 
self-supporting. They have 
to be braced by assistance 
checks from Wichita every 
month, in order to keep 
their doors open. 


A special Building Fund 
has been set up, to serve as 
a repository for gifts sent 
by readers of The Defend- 
er Magazine. This provides 
an opportunity for friends, 
possessed of a Good Sa- 
maritan heart attitude, to 
make a direct investment 
in the Cause of Missions. 


The New York Church 
was actually organized, 
eleven years ago, in the 
room of a tenement house, 
comparable to the one de- 


scribed earlier in this ar- 
ticle. The building was a 
center of vice, but even 
there the Lord had a “little 
flock.” It is a long step

from that humble begin- 
ning, to the purchase of a lot on which 
to erect a building adapted to the ever- 
expanding needs of the work. 


The group in the small, dingy room, 
situated in a virtual cesspool of iniqui- 
ty, had a vision. The first services were 
held in a mere hovel. Mighty oaks grow 
from tiny acorns! 


This congregation has scars. Like the 
Church at Smyrna concerning which 
our Lord said, “I know thy works, and 
tribulation, and poverty,” it has suffer- 
ed persecution. Powerful communistic 
organizations have, in times past, made 
it a target of opposition. Mobs, made 
up of followers of the Communist Con- 
gressman, Vita Marcantonio, have tried 
to interfere with services. On one oc- 
casion it was necessary to have 60 po-

LESSON NUMBER ONE 


April 17, 1955 


MISTAKES OF AN 
ANCIENT KING 


II Chronicles, Chapters 10 & 13. 


EMORY TEXT: “If any of you lack 
wisdom, let him ask of God, that 
giveth to all men liberally, and upbraid- 
eth not; and it shall be given him.” 
James 1:5. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 

A. An ancient king faces an important de- 
cision. II Chronicles 10:1-5. 

B. Rehoboam rejects wisdom gained from ex- 
perience. II Chronicles 10:6-11. . 

C. Rehoboam violates immutable principles 
upon which sound government must rest. 
II Chronicles 10:12-15. 


D. History records the tragic results of his 
decision. II Chronicles 10:16-19. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “COUNSEL.” 


David, manifesting qualities of true 
statesmanship, succeeded in cementing 
12 tribes into a united nation. The se- 
cret of his success was the kindling of 
divine worship in the hearts of the peo- 
ple. The religious motive is the deepest 
of all motives. 


Solomon ascended the throne and, 
with the passing of the years, establish- 
ed a mighty monarchy and an impres- 
sive national religion symbolized by a 
great Temple. He started well, humble 
before God and cognizant of the needs 
of his subjects ... but gradually be- 
came tyrannical, permitting forces of 
moral and political disintegration to 
assert themselves. Before his death, the 
nation became greatly weakened. He 
became vicious and irresponsible. 


Solomon failed on four fronts: (1) 
Economically, heavy taxes and forced 
labor were heaped upon the people, (2) 
Politically, his court became totalitar- 
ian, destroying liberty and reducing 
those governed to the level of serfs, (3) 
Socially, old tribal jealousies asserted 
themselves under economic and _politi- 
-eal pressure and~(4) Religiously, the 
kingdom fell into apostasy, no pro- 
phet’s voice being heard (like Nathan, 
at David’s court). 


It was under these circumstances that 
Solomon’s son, Rehoboam, age 41, came 


to power. His mother was an Ammon- 
ite. Born with “a silver spoon in his 
mouth,” he grew up in luxury, sur- 
rounded by pagan idolatry and the li- 
centious practices of his father’s harem. 
Religiously and politically, he was a 


liberal. 


A spirit of unrest existed throughout 
the nation, especially among the ten 
tribes in the North. Legitimate demands 
were made by certain leaders of the 
people, designed to correct injustices 
and make living conditions more toler- 
able. Rehoboam showed partiality for 
the tribes of Judah and Benjamin in the 
South. 


He sought counsel for shaping poli- 
cies of government but instead of being 
guided by the wisdom and experience 
of “old men,” turned to “young men” 
(his cronies at the court). This proved 
to be a fatal decision. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS II CHRON- 
ICLES 10:13. 


“And the king answered them rough- 
ly; and king Rehoboam forsook the 
counsel of the old men.” 


Rehoboam’s attitude was one of co- 
lossal arrogance. A meeting was called 
at Shechem. Jeroboam who had recent- 
ly “returned out of Egypt,” spoke for 
the Northern tribes, his protest being 
based upon the heavy tax burden, self- 
ish use of revenue, enslavement of the 
common people, loss of religious fer- 
vor and the increase of heathen idola- 


try. 

The old men said: “If thou be kind 
to this people, and please them, and 
speak good words to them, they will be 
thy servants for ever.’ 


Thereupon, Rehoboam turned to the 
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young men and asked: “What advice 
give ye that we may return and answer 
this people?” They told him to reply: 
“For whereas my father put a heavy 
yoke upon you, I will put more to your 


yoke: my father chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions.” (A scorpion was a whip 
made of a handle with leather strips to 
which metal hooks were fastened. ) 


He repeated the words of the young 
men to the protesters and this proved 
to be the spark that ignited a national 
conflagration. His scornful attitude is 
described in the words, “the king an- 
swered them roughly.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THOSE WHO 
RULE NEED AN ENLIGHTENED 
CONSCIENCE. 


The response of the Northern tribes 
was swift and decisive. They regarded 
Rehoboam as a slave driver. The king- 
dom was divided and civil war resulted. 
All because those in positions of power 
lacked integrity, being devoid of con- 
science! 


This is a solemn reminder that per- 
sons occupying places of public trust 
should be endowed with a keen sense 
of right and wrong. Safe government 
must rely, in the last analysis, upon the 
character and right purpose of its pub- 
lic servants. And this seems to be a 
lesson that America needs to learn all 
over again! 


The twentieth century provides a 
parallel with conditions under Reho- 
boam. Governments have sunk to al- 
most unbelievable levels through the 
loss of national character. 


In our own Country, old fashioned 
principles of honesty, decency and in- 
tegrity need to be restored. A stream 
cannot flow higher than its source. And 
a nation cannot rise above the level of 
national integrity. The condition of a 
nation’s soul is an index to its material 
security. Today’s lesson confirms the 
validity of the Psalmist’s statement that 
“Righteousness exalteth a nation, but 
sin is a reproach to any people.” 


There is an intimate connection be- 
tween national integrity and national 
well-being.» New moral and spiritual 
energies need to be released in the Unit- 
ed States to restrain wickedness and 
rebuild character. A revival of super- 
natural religion is the supreme need of 
the hour. 
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LESSON NUMBER TWO

A REVIVAL IN ANCIENT TIMES 
‘Tl Chronicles, Chapters 14 to 16. 


MORY TEXT: “THE Lord is with

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SEEK.” 


Today’s lesson is largely biographi- 
cal, devoted to a king with a righteous 
record surpassing most rulers of the 
peoples he represented. His name was 
Asa, son and successor of Abijah, king 
of Judah. 


The kingdom as established by David 
and extended by Solomon, had been 
divided into two divisions—Israel com- 
prising 10 tribes on the North, and Ju- 
dah, consisting of two tribes in the 
South. Asa reigned 41 years. 


Religious conduct: On assuming the 
reins of government, he supported the 
worship of God and opposed idolatry. 
He even deposed his grandmother, who 
enjoyed the rank of “queen mother,” 
because she favored idol worship. I 
Kings 15:13. 


Military record: The first 10 years 
of Asa’s reign were peaceful. He used 
the respite to strengthen his nation’s 
frontiers and build a powerful army. 
In time of peace he prepared for war! 


Reforms: Asa inaugurated religious 
reforms designed to restore the faith of 
the fathers. In this he opposed the li- 
beralism and modernism of his prede- 
cessors. A convocation was held at Je- 
rusalem, during which the covenant 
with God was renewed. This drew many 
pilgrims from the Nerth. 


War: Hostilities broke out in the 
thirty-sixth year of his reign with King 
Baasha of Israel. At this point Asa

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made the most grievous mistake of his 
career by entering into an alliance with 
Ben-hadad, the head of a neighboring 
power. Hanani, a prophet, was clapped 
into prison for rebuking him. 


Death: Asa developed a disease in 
his feet and passed off the scenes after 
leading his nation,41 years. He died 
greatly beloved, and was honored with 
a magnificent burial. II Chronicles 16: 
12-14. 


At the beginning of his career Asa 
was admonished by Azariah to “seek” 
the Lord. He did so and this became the 
secret of his strength. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS Il CHRON- 
ICLES 15:8. 


“And when Asa heard these words ... 
he took courage, and put away the 
abominable idols ... and renewed the 
altar of the Lord.” A revival resulted 
from this decision which placed Judah 
in the path of blessing. 


History records that religious reviv- 
als have often been necessities, coming 
just in time to avert disasters. Super- 
natural power thus released has solved 
problems for which, humanly speaking, 
there were no solutions. America needs 
such an awakening today. 


When a nation becomes decadent 
through a moral sag, religious apostasy, 
political corruption and loss of char- 
acter, the only hope of rehabilitation 
is a revival. This is God’s method for 
curing national ills. 


Asa started at the right place by re- 
building the broken altar. There can be 
no revival without repentance. 


On the negative side, the good king 
destroyed things that had proved harm- 
ful to his people, including idols. On 
the positive side, he renewed “the altar 
of the Lord,” which stood before the 
great porch of the Temple. 


It was evidently in need of renova- 
tion and repair, having been profaned 
by sacrilege. In any case, this act be- 
came a symbol of repentance and reviv- 
al for the people to observe. While re- 
building the altar, Asa was also rebuild- 
ing the character of the nation. Let 
America take note! 


(3) THE KEY FACT: RELIGIOUS

A WISE LEADER 
II Chronicles, Chapters 17 to 20. 


EMORY TEXT: “Deal courageous- 
ly, and the Lord shall be with the 
good.” II Chronicles 19:11. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. Jehoshaphat loved his nation with pa- 
trietic devotion and arranged protection 
for its borders. II Chronicles 17:1-19. 


B. Jehoshaphat built upon enduring moral 


and religious foundations. II Chronicles 
17 :4-6. 


C. Jehoshaphat educated his people in the 
things of God. II Chronicles 17:7-9. 


D. Jehoshaphat provides an example for mod- 
ern statesmanship. II Chronicles 17:3. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “WALKED.” 


Jehoshaphat, fourth king of the se- 
parate kingdom of Judah, was the son 
of Asa, whom he succeeded on the 
throne when 35 years old. He reigned 
25 years. 


Knowing that Israel, the Northern 
kingdom, entertained a hostile attitude 
toward the tribes of the South, he erect- 
ed fortified garrisons along the border. 
But leaders of the two nations, fearing 
attack from the outside, later made a 
covenant to stand together. 


Jehoshaphat saw in idolatry a de- 
grading influence, which imposed a 
threat to the security of his nation. He 
put down “high places and groves” de- 
voted to licentious pagan practices. 


In the third year of his reign he form- 
ed a “missionary society” for the pur- 
pose of sending spiritual teachers 
throughout the kingdom to instruct peo- 
ple out of “the book of the law of the 
Lord.” The conscience of the masses be- 
came involved, with the result that mor- 
al standards were lifted and the nation 
was strengthened economically and po- 
litically. 


The judicial system also felt the 
righteous impact of the religious re- 
naissance. There were defects in the ad- 
ministration of justice that demanded 
correction. Jehoshaphat appointed mag- 
istrates in every city and a supreme 
council at Jerusalem. Every phase of 
life benefits from moral and spiritual 
awakening. 


The character of this king is summed 
up in the words: “Jehoshaphat sought 
the Lord with all his heart.” II Chron- 
icles 22:9. We are also told that he 
“walked” in the commandments of God. 
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(2) THE KEY VERSE IS II CHRON- 
ICLES 2:17. 


“And the Lord was with Jehosha- 
phat.” 


The People’s Bible Encyclopedia 
says concerning Jehoshaphat: “His good 
talents, the benevolence of his disposi- 
tion, and his generally sound judgment, 
are shown not only in the great mea- 
sures of domestic policy which dis- 
tinguished his reign, but by the manner 
in which they were executed. No trace 
can be found in him of that pride which 
dishonored some and ruined others of 
the kings who preceded and followed 
him.” 

There is a season for this record ... 
namely, that the Lord was with him. 
He sought the mind of God in making 
all important decisions. God first! was 
the guiding principle of his life. 


This attitude stores up spiritual re- 
serves in a human personality. It pro- 
duces gilt-edged assets in the soul. It 
brings the best in man to the surface. 
It puts muscle into character. These are 
things that Christians will do well to 
bear in mind. 


Jehoshaphat’s administration was one 
of constant religious activity. He had 
no fear of religion in politics. The deep 
religious spirit which pervaded the pub- 
lic and private activities of the king was 
an inspiration to the entire kingdom. 


His personal religious life is describ- 
ed both positively and negatively. In 
the positive, his heart was open to “the 
Lord God of his father.” In the nega- 
tive, his heart was closed against “Baa- 
lim.” 

We should strive to emulate his ex- 
ample by keeping our inner natures 


open toward God and closed to the 
world. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: MEN THE 
STATURE OF JEHOSHAPHAT ARE 
NEEDED IN PUBLIC LIFE TODAY. 


Many are old enough to remember

A CONSTRUCTIVE APPROACH 
II Chronicles, Chapters 21 to 24. 


EMORY TEXT: “Bring sacrifice 
and thank offerings into the house 
of the Lord.” II Chronicles 29:31. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. A boy king. II Chronicles 23:11. 

B. A faithful prophet. II Chronicles 23:16. 
C. A Temple in decay. II Chronicles 24:4. 
D. A Temple rebuilt and divine worship re- 


established. II Chronicles 24:12-13. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “TEMPLE.” 


Joash, the eighth king of Judah, was 
placed on the throne at the age of seven. 
His aunt had saved him from the mas- 
sacre of Athaliah (a vicious woman 
who succeeded in usurping authority to 
rule). Joash seems to have been the 
only remaining descendant of Solomon. 
The high priest, Jehoiada, anointed him 
king. The noisy greeting accorded Joash 
brought Athaliah to the Temple, where 
she was seized and put to death. 


Joash behaved well as long as Jehoi- 
ada, his uncle, lived. His greatest 
achievement was the rebuilding of Sol- 
omon’s Temple. But after the death of 
the aged counsellor, evil advisers led 
him astray. 


Idolatry prevailed, the warnings of 
prophets were ignored, opposing armies 
successfully attacked the nation. The 
king suffered from a painful malady 
and was finally slain by his own serv- 
ants. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS II CHRON- 
ICLES 24:13. 


“So the workmen wrought, and the 
work was perfected by them, and they 
set the house of God in his state, and 
strengthened it.” 


The repairing of the Temple by Joash 
and Jehoiada was made necessary 
through neglect and abuse of the sacred 
buildings during previous administra- 
tions. A dozen years elapsed between 
the death of Jehoshaphat and the inau- 
guration of Joash. 


The pagan influence of queen Athaliah 
dominated the entire period. She had 
been the wife of Jehram (Jehoshaphat’s

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successor), who was slain. This fate- 
ful union had introduced Baal worship 
on a larger scale than Judah had ever 
before known. 


They made “high places” in the 
mountains where licentious orgies of 
Baalism were substituted for the wor- 
ship of Jehovah. There are reasons for 
believing that a pagan temple was 
erected in Jerusalem. 


Athaliah saw to it that true worship 
was suppressed and the sacred vessels 
of the Temple removed to the sanctuary 
of Baal. Such were some of the ex- 
cesses of this dark period. 


The dilapidated Temple, the rubbish 
and trash which had accumulated, the 
emptiness and silence of the place of 
worship, gave mute testimony to the 
apostasy of the times. 


Jehoiada’s guiding hand is seen in 
the smooth running revolution that re- 
moved Athaliah and stemmed, in some 
measure, the growth of Baalism. Un- 
fortunately, he passed off the scene of 
action before the task could be com- 
pleted. After his demise, Joash proved 
himself to be a weak and vacillating 
creature, incapable of carrying forward 
the needed reforms. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIANS 
SHOULD BE BUILDERS. 


Despite certain liabilities in the 
character of Joash, one commendable 
accomplishment appears on the credit 
side of the ledger. He did approve and 
help direct the rebuilding of the 
Temple. We bless his memory for this 
constructive act. Among other things, 
he supervised the taking of a collection 
which assured success of the project. 


The money was given “to such as did 
the work of the service of the house of 
the Lord.” Men, especially skilled, 
were employed to repair and restore 
the Temple. Those included . masons, 
carpenters, and metal (iron and brass) 
workers. They used timber, hewn stone, 
iron, and brass to “mend the house of 
the Lord.” They did not stop until they 
had completed their task and the house 
was “set in its state” (made like it was 
originally designed and built by Solo- 
mon). Indeed, the building was 
“strengthened.” 


Here is an important lesson for Chris- 
tians. The Temple of today’s lesson 
typifies, in a measure, the program of 
the Church in the world. All about us 
there are challenges to constructive ef- 
fort, work to be done—in some in- 
stances work of reconstruction. Chris- 
tians are expected to be builders. 


A good thing to remember, 

And a better thing to do, 

Is to work with the construction gang, 
And not the wrecking crew. 
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THE LIFE IN CHRIST 


WHat is the source of all practical 

holiness? It must have a source. 
Every river has a spring. In vital union 
with all fruit there must be a root. What 
then is the source of our fruitfulness? 
Not our renewed nature. “That which 
re ag of the Spirit is spirit.” (John 


Through the operation of God the 
Holy Spirit, a spiritual nature has been 
imparted. But “fruit” is not the outcome 
of our new nature, any more than in the 
vine fruit is the produce of the branch. 
The branch bears it, but the root pro- 
duces it. It is the “fruit of the Spirit”— 
the Holy Ghost. 


A bad tree cannot yield good fruit. 
Regeneration is essential in order that 
the fruit should be good. But the new 
nature is not the source. It is Christ 
Himself. There is only one source of all 
holy living; there is only one holy life. 
Rg me is thy fruit found.” (Hosea 


“I am the life,” not simply because 
I am the pattern of a perfect life, or 
because I am the bestower of the gift 
of life. He is the Spring itself. “With 
baer is the fountain of life.” (Psalms 


It is Christ living within us. “Not I,” 
says the apostle, though I am redeemed. 
“Not I,” though I am regenerate and 
have eternal life. “I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me.” (Galatians 2:20) 


It was this that Christ promised in 
the fourth chapter of St. John’s Gospel. 
“The water that I shall give him shall 
become in him a well of water spring- 
ing up into everlasting life.” (John 
4:14). We see first the life in its source. 
(John 7:38) It is in this last stage we 
have the “fruit,” the outcome of an in- 
dwelling Christ. 


Here then is the source of all practi- 
cal holiness. It is important to lay the 
emphasis on that word “liveth.” “Christ 
LIVETH in me.” 


What then is needed in order that this 


indwelling life should bring forth fruit 
abundantly unto God? 


It is clear that divine life can need 
nothing from man to increase its vital- 
ity. It does not need our efforts to make 
it live. Think what it is we really pos- 
sess, if Christ is in us. It was no mere 
figure of speech that the apostle em- 
ployed when he declared that Christ 
was living in him. And what was true 
of him may be equally true of us. 


What then is it we possess? We have 
Him, in whom all fulness of life actual- 
ly dwells, in whom infinite resources 
are stored up for our use. Everything 
needed for continual growth, for per- 
petual freshness, and for abundant 
fruitfulness are found in Him. All pow- 
er, all grace, all purity, and all fulness, 
absolutely everything to make all grace 
abound towards us, in us, and through 
us, are stored up in Him who verily 
dwells within us. 


When Christ, and not self, occupies 
the center of our being, then He reigns 
with unhindered sway as King within. 
The writer, not long since, heard one 
who had been a Christian many years 
describe the nature of the blessing he 
had, in the following words: “I had 


heard of Christ being King. Well, He } 


had reigned in me; but it was only as 
a constitutional sovereign. I was prime- 
minister, and I did a good deal of the 
work myself. Then I found that He 
must be absolute monarch. And so now 
He is.” 


There is not a more wonderful or 
comforting thought in the whole Bible 
than this — that if we are the children 
of God we are “predestinated to be con- 
formed to the image of His Son.” “We 
shall be like Him, for we shall see Him 
as He is.” 

Higher than the highest heavens, 
Deeper than the deepest sea, 
Lord Thy fove at last hath conquered; 
Grant me now my soul’s desire: 
“None of self, and all of Thee.”

All Wales was 
aflame. The nation had drifted far 
from God. The spiritual conditions were 
low indeed. Church attendance was 
poor. Sin abounded on every side.

Three definite services 
were held each day. 


Evan Roberts was the human instru- 
ment, but there was very little preach- 
ing.

There were no 
hymn books; they had learned the hymns 
in childhood. No choir, for everybody 
sang. No collection; and no advertising. 


Nothing had ever come over Wales 
with such far-reaching results. Infidels 
were converted, drunkards, thieves, and 
gamblers saved; and thousands reclaim- 
ed to respectability. Confessions of aw- 
ful sins were heard on every side. Old 
debts were paid. The theaters had to 
close for want of patronage. Mules in 
the coal mines refused to work, being 
unused to kindness. In five weeks 20,000 
joine’ the churches.

ed on the shore belt of Hawaii. On 
his first tour multitudes flocked to hear 
him. They thronged him so that he had 
scarcely time to eat. Once he preached 
three times before he had a chance to 
take breakfast. He felt that God was 


strangely at work.

In 1837 the slumbering fires broke 
out. Nearly the whole population be- 
came an audience. He was ministering 
to 15,000 people. Unable to reach them, 
they came to him, and settled down to 
a two years’ camp meeting. There was 
not an hour day or night when an au- 
dience of from 2,000 to 6,000 would 
not rally to the signal of the bell. 


There was trembling, weeping, sob- 
bing, and loud crying for mercy, some- 
times too loud for the preacher to be 
heard; and in hundreds of cases his 
hearers fell in a swoon. Some would 
cry out, “The two edged sword is cut- 
ting me to pieces.” The wicked scoffer 
who came to make sport dropped like a 
dog, and cried, “God has struck me!” 


Once while preaching in the open 
field to 2,000 people, a man cried out, 
“What must I do to be saved?” and 
prayed the publican’s prayer, and the 
entire congregation took up the cry for 
mercy. For half an hour Mr. Coan 
could get no chance to speak, but had 
to stand still and see God work. 

Quarrels were made up, drunkards re- 
claimed, adulterers converted, and mur- 
derers revealed and pardoned. Thieves 
returned stolen property. Sins of a life- 
time were renounced. In one year 5,244 
joined the Church. There were 1,705 
baptized on one Sunday. And 2,400 sat 
down at the Lord’s table, once sinners 
of the blackest type, now saints of God. 
And when Mr. Coan left he had him- 
self received and baptized 11,960 per- 


sons.

THE LITTLE TOWN of Adams, 
across the line, in the year 1821, a 
young lawyer made his way to a seclud- 
ed spot in the woods to pray. God met 
him there and he was wondrously con- 
verted, and soon after filled with the 
Holy Spirit. That man was Charles G. 
Finney. 


The people heard about it, became 
deeply interested, and as though by 
common consent, gathered into the 
meeting house in the evening. Mr. Fin- 
ney was present. The Spirit of God 
came on them in mighty, convicting 
power, and a Revival started. 


It then spread to the surrounding 
country until, finally, nearly the whole 
of the Eastern States was held in the 
grip of a mighty Awakening. Whenever 
Mr. Finney preached the Spirit was 
poured out. Frequently God went before 
him so that when he arrived at the place 
he found the people already crying for 
mercy. 


Sometimes conviction of sin was so 
great and caused such fearful wails of 
anguish that he had to stop preaching 
until it subsided. Ministers and church 
members were converted. Sinners were 
reclaimed by thousands. And for years 
the mighty work of grace went on. Men 
had never witnessed the like in their 
lives before. 


* * * 


I HAVE RECALLED to your minds 
three historical incidents of the Out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit. Others 
might be cited. But these are sufficient 
to show what I mean. And this is what 
we need to-day more than anything else. 


How many of our churches are more 
than half empty Sunday after Sunday? 
What a multitude there are who never 
enter God’s house? How many mid- 
week prayer meetings are alive and 
prosperous? Where is the hunger for 
spiritual things? 


And Missions—the lands beyond the 
seas, heathen darkness—what are we 
doing? Does the fact that multitudes 
are perishing ever cause us an anxious 
thought? Have we grown selfish? 


What about the tremendous wealth 
that God has given us? Take the United 
States as an example, the richest nation 
in the world to-day, and the major por- 
tion of her wealth in the hands of pro-

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fessing Christians. And yet the United 
States spent more on gum in one year 
than she spent on Missions. How many 
Christians are giving God even the tenth 
of what He gives them? 


Then take our colleges and seminar- 
ies, both at home and on the mission 
field where higher criticism is taught. 
Students are told that Jesus never per- 
formed any miracles, never rose from 
the dead, and was not born of a virgin, 
did not die as our Substitute, and is 
not coming again. 


And what of the Ministry? Does the 
minister grip, convert, and save by his 
message? How many souls are won 
through the preaching of the Word? 
Oh, my friends, we are loaded down 
with countless church activities, while 
the real work of the Church, that of 
evangelizing the world and winning the 
lost, is neglected. 


Where is the conviction of sin we 
used to know? Is it a thing of the past? 
Let us look at one of Finney’s meetings. 
Oh, that we could repeat it to-day. 


He tells us that one time when he 
was conducting meetings in Antwerp, 
an old man invited him to preach in a 
small school house near by. When he 
arrived the place was packed so that 
he could barely find standing room 
near the door. He spoke for a long time. 
At last he began to press home upon 
them the fact that they were an ungodly 
community; for they held no services 
in their district. 


All at once they were stricken with 
conviction. The Spirit of God came like 
a thunderbolt upon them. One by one 
they fell on their knees, or prostrate on 
the floor, crying for mercy. In two min- 
utes they were all down, and Mr. Finney 
had to stop preaching for he was unable 
to make himself heard. At last he got 
the attention of the old man who was 
sitting in the middle of the room and 
gazing around him in utter amazement 
and shouted to him at the top of his 
voice to pray. Then taking them one by 
one he pointed them to Jesus. 


The old man took charge of the meet- 
ing while he went to another. All night 


it continued, so deep was the conviction 
of sin. The results were permanent, and 
one of the young converts became a 
most successful minister of the Gospel. 


Ah, yes, men have forgotten God. 
Sin flourishes on every side. And the 
pulpit fails to grip. I know of nothing 
less than the Outpouring of His Spirit 
that can meet the situation. Such a Re- 
vival has transformed hundreds of com- 
munities; it can transform ours. 


Now, how may we secure such an 
Outpouring of the Spirit? You answer, 
by prayer. True, but there is something 
before prayer. We will have to deal first 
of all with the question of sin; for un- 
less our lives are right in the sight of 
God, unless sin has been put away, we 
may pray until doomsday, and the Re- 
vival will never come. “Your iniquities 
have separated between you and your 
God, and your sins have hid His face 
from you so that He will not hear,” 
said Isaiah. 


Now my friend, I don’t know what 
your sin is. You know and God knows. 
But I want you to think about it, for 
you may as well stop praying and rise 
from your knees until you have dealt 
with it, and put it away. “If I regard 
iniquity in my heart, the Lord will not 
hear me.” Let God search your heart 
and reveal the hindrance. Sin must be 
confessed and put away. 


It may be you will have to forsake 
some cherished idol. It may be you will 
have to make restitution. Perhaps you 
are withholding from God, robbing 
Him of His own. But this is your affair, 
not mine. It lies between you and God. 

Ah! my brethren, are you praying? 
Do you plead with God for this city? 
Are you beseeching Him for an Out- 

ouring of His Spirit? For now is the 
howe to pray. We are told of a time in 
the work of Finney, when the Revival 
had died out. He then made a covenant 
with the young people to pray at sun- 
rise, noon and sunset in their closets for 
one week. The Spirit was poured out 
again, and before the week ended the 
meetings were thronged. 


And, of course, it must be believing 


prayer, prayer that expects. If God stirs 
up hearts to pray for a Revival it is a 
sure sign that He wants to send one, 
and He is always true to His word. 
“There shall be showers of blessing.” 
His promises never fail. Have we faith? 
Do we expect an Awakening? 

Oh, my brethren, the trouble is not 
with God. It lies right here with our- 
selves. He is willing, more than willing. 
But we are not ready. He is waiting for 
us. Are we going to keep Him waiting 


long?
